FINES,  1931-1932 

Pardons 

GUSTAVE  NYGREN— Blaine  County;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  Feb- 
ruary 7,  1930;  one  year.    A  pardon  was  necessary  to  prevent  the  young 
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man's  deportation  by  Federal  authorities.    His  parents  and  all  relatives 
lived  in  Blaine  County,  and  clemency  was  recommended  by  judge,  county  I 
attorney  and  many  officials  and  citizens.    Pardon  granted  January  15, 1931. 

FRED  G.  RUNKEL — Missoula  County;  destroying  insured  property;  ^ 
sentenced  March  19,  1923,  to  one  to  two  years;  later  was  paroled  and  re- 
stored to  citizenship.  Afterwards  he  was  arrested  in  California  on  a  charge 
of  forgery  and  also  charged  with  prior  conviction  in  Montana.  California  \i 
authorities  found  that  the  forgery  charge  was  groundless,  but  the  charge 
of  prior  conviction  could  not  be  dismissed  without  a  full  pardon  from  this 
state.    To  clear  his  record  the  pardon  was  granted  January  28,  1931. 

CLARENCE  WALDIE  and  CARL  SMITH— Jefferson  County;  viola-  , 
tion  of  game  laws;  former  sentenced  to  60  days  in  county  jail  and  fined  i 
$200;  latter  to  five  months  and  fined  |100.    The  men  had  served  a  con-  ' 
siderable  part  of  the  sentences,  and  on  recommendation  of  County  Attor- 
ney, Sheriff  and  Game  Warden,  pardon  was  granted  March  23,  1931.  . 

JOHN  WICKS — Jefferson;  murder  in  second  degree;  sentenced  March 
24,  1927,  to  15-30  years.  The  prison  physician  certified  Wicks  was  in  the 
last  stages  of  consumption  and  in  order  that  he  might  not  be  a  menace  to 
the  health  of  others  he  was  pardoned  on  June  10,  1931. 

FRANK  GUSTIN— Phillips  County;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  March 
30,  1929;  four  years.    Many  petitioners  asked  clemency  for  him  and  on 
June  13,  1931,  a  pardon  was  granted  on  condition  that  Gustin  leave  the  I 
state  and  never  return. 

JOE  WISE  alias  GUY  FISHER— Jefferson  County;  grand  larceny; 
two  years.    It  later  developed  that  Wise  was  only  17  years  old  at  the  j, 
time,  and  on  recommendation  of  the  Judge  a  pardon  was  granted  June  I 
13,  1931. 

ARTHUR  CARLSON — Sanders  County;  grand  larceny;  one  year;  sen- 
tenced April  14,  1931.    The  County  Attorney  recommended  clemency,  as  | 
Carlson  had  borne  an  unblemished  reputation  and  had  been  led  into  trou- 
ble by  an  older  person.    Pardon  issued  June  18,  1931. 

MATT  GARDNER — Deer  Lodge  County;  drunkenness  and  disturbing  I 
the  peace;  sentenced  in  April,  1931,  to  six  months  in  county  jail.    On  rec- 
ommendation of  County  Attorney  pardon  was  granted  June  24,  1931. 

ELLIS  JOHNS — Stillwater  County;  murder;  sentenced  for  life  on  Sep- 
tember 23,  1930.    Application  for  pardon  supported  by  letters  from  Judge  • 
and  petitions  from  citizens  of  the  county,  and  a  certificate  from  the  physi- 
cian that  Johns  was  in  very  ill  health.    Pardoned  July  9,  1931.  !j 

CHARLES  LANHAM  alias  CHARLES  LAHUM— Cascade  County;  | 
second  degree  robbery;  sentenced  to  two  years  September  4,  1931.    The  „| 
Governor  of  Minnesota  made  requisition  for  the  extradition  of  Lahum,  ,| 
wanted  there  for  a  much  more  serious  crime,  and  in  order  that  he  might 
be  taken  there  for  trial,  pardon  was  granted  September  21,  1931. 

FRED  AUGUSTIN— Granite  County;  petit  larceny;  sentenced  in  a  ^ 
Justice's  Court  September  10,  1931,  to  six  months  in  county  jail.  He 

was  charged  with  having  stolen  nine  dollars'  worth  of  groceries.    He  had  j 

served  60  days,  had  never  been  in  trouble  before,  and  there  seemed  reason  | 

to  doubt  his  guilt.  The  Justice,  Sheriff  and  County  Attorney  recom-  j 
mended  a  pardon  and  this  was  issued  November  14,  1931. 

LOUIS  TEGGE— Prairie  County;  forgery;  five  years;  June  16,  1930.  1 
On  certificate  of  the  prison  physician  that  Tegge  was  suffering  from  j 
goiter,  from  which  he  could  not  recover  without  an  operation,  he  was  par-  ; 
doned  February  29,  1932,  so  that  he  might  have  the  proper  attention. 

ALFRED  KLEIN — Glacier  County;  third  degree  assault;  April  6,  1932; 
three  months  in  county  jail.    The  trouble  arose  out  of  a  range  dispute.  [ 
He  was  an  old  and  respected  citizen  and  on  recommendation  of  Judge 
and  County  Attorney,  pardon  was  granted  September  15,  1932. 
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JACK  GOFORTH — Madison  County;  selling  liquor  to  minors;  April 
13,  1932;  one  year  in  county  jail  and  fined  |500.    Because  the  man  was 
60  years  old,  his  family  a  public  charge  and  his  health  breaking  down, 
]  the  County  Attorney  recommended  a  pardon  and  this  was  granted  Sep- 
tember 29,  1932. 

GUYLES  LYONS— Cascade  County;  murder;  December,  1924;  life. 
Lyons  was  but  a  boy  at  the  time  of  the  crime  and  had  borne  an  excellent 
reputation.  In  the  belief  that  imprisonment  had  given  him  a  valuable 
lesson,  a  pardon  was  granted  November  23,  1932. 


FREDRICK  ALLEN  CLEMENT— Richland  County;  grand  larceny; 
July  21,  1929;  five  years.  On  recommendation  of  Judge  sentence  was  re- 
duced to  three  years  on  February  7,  1931. 

JOHN  C.  BUTLER  and  E.  L.  DUFFEY— Missoula  County;  burglary; 
June  19,  1930;  four  years;  Butler  was  only  18  years  old  and  Duffey  19, 
and  had  never  been  away  from  home  and  were  stranded  and  without 
means.  They  pleaded  guilty.  County  Attorney  recommended  clemency 
and  on  February  19,  1931,  their  sentences  were  cut  to  IV2  years. 

MARTIN  ERNST— Lake  County;  bank  robbery;  September  3,  1929; 
five  years.  Because  of  his  assistance  in  bringing  the  principals  in  the 
robbery  to  justice,  and  on  recommendation  of  the  County  Attorney,  sen- 
tence was  commuted  March  13,  1931,  to  three  years. 

EMMETT  COPPEDGE— Fergus  County;  burglary;  May  14,  1930;  three 
years.  Boy  was  only  19  and  was  caught  in  bad  company.  On  recom- 
mendation of  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  other  officials,  sentence  was 
commuted  March  13,  1931,  to  IV2  years. 

GEORGE  PLEYER— Phillips  County;  burglary;  February  19,  1930; 
four  years.  Pleyer  had  pleaded  guilty  but  the  Judge  later  came  into  pos- 
session of  information  that  caused  him  to  recommend  clemency.  Com- 
muted March  21,  1931,  to  two  years. 

JOHN  FRANKS  and  W.  C.  STEPHENSON— Dawson  County;  rob- 
bery; October,  1929;  five  years.  They  were  young  men  of  good  families 
in  Oklahoma  and  on  recommendation  of  the  Judge,  sentences  were  com- 
muted to  three  years  on  March  25,  1931. 

GOLIN  McKENZIE — Rosebud  County;  selling  liquor  to  minors;  July, 
1930;  one  year  in  county  jail  and  fined  $500.  His  physician  certified  Mc- 
Kenzie's  health  was  precarious  and  veterans'  organizations  were  trying  to 
have  him  removed  to  the  Veterans'  Hospital  at  Helena.  On  this  showing 
on  March  30,  1931,  sentence  was  commuted  to  nine  months  and  fine  re- 
mitted. 

LOUIS  HOPPE  and  PAUL  EMMLY— Blaine  County;  grand  larceny; 
December  26,  1929;  five  years.  The  men  had  been  in  prison  a  year  and 
four  months  and  their  families  were  destitute.  On  April  24,  1931,  sen- 
tences were  commuted  to  2^  years. 

ARNOLD  HA  ALAND— Yellowstone  County;  rape;  February  6,  1929; 
5-10  years.  It  was  shown  that  Haaland  was  afflicted  with  goiter  and 
had  incipient  tuberculosis  and  on  recommendation  of  Warden  and  physi- 
cian, sentence  was  on  May  6,  1931,  commuted  to  4-8  years. 

OSCAR  JORGENSON— Yellowstone  County;  burglary;  June  8,  1930; 
three  years.  On  statements  by  Judge  and  County  Attorney  sentence  was 
commuted  May  19,  1931,  to  two  years. 

ELMER  HINCHEY— Wheatland  County;  grand  larceny;  June  30,  1929; 
six  years.  On  July  9,  1931,  sentence  was  cut  to  four  years  on  recom- 
mendation of  Judge  and  County  Attorney. 
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JOHN  T.  BARKER— Lewis  and  Clark  County;  felony;  April  19,  1929; 
5-10  years.    Barker  was  g^etting  along  in  years,  had  formerly  borne  an 
excellent  reputation  in  his  community,  and  on  recommendation  of  County  :

SENATE  JOINT  RESOLUTION  NO.  1. 
INTRODUCED  BY  CORWIN 

A  Joint  Resolution  ratifying  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  fixing  the  commencement  of  the  terms  of  President, 
Vice  President  and  Members  of  Congress  and  fixing  the  time  of  the 
assembling  of  Congress. 

WHEREAS,  at  the  first  session  of  the  Seventy-second  Congress  of 
the  United  States  of  America  it  was  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled  (2-3  of  each 
house  concurred  therein)  that  the  following  article  be  proposed  as  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which,  when  ratified 
by  the  Legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  states,  shall  be  valid  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  as  part  of  the  Constitution. 
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ARTICLE 

"Section  1.  The  terms  of  the  President  and  Vice  President  shall 
end  at  noon  on  the  20th  day  of  January,  and  the  terms  of  Senators,  and 
Representatives  at  noon  on  the  3d  day  of  January  of  the  years  in  which 
such  terms  would  have  ended  if  this  article  had  not  been  ratified,  and 
the  terms  of  their  successors  shall  then  begin. 

Section  2.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year, 
and  such  meeting  shall  begin  at  noon  on  the  3d  day  of  January,  unless 
they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  way. 

Section  3.  If  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  beginning  of  the  term  of  the 
President,  the  President  elect  shall  have  died,  the  Vice-President  elect  shall 
become  President.  If  a  President,  shall  not  have  been  chosen  before  the 
time  fixed  for  the  beginning  of  his  term,  or  if  the  President  elect  shall 
have  failed  to  qualify,  then  the  Vice  President  elect  shall  act  as  President 
until  a  President  shall  have  qualified;  and  the  Congress  may  by  law  pro- 
vide for  the  case  wherein  neither  a  President  elect  nor  a  Vice  President 
elect  shall  have  qualified,  declaring  who  shall  then  act  as  President  or  the 
manner  in  which  one  who  is  to  act  shall  be  selected,  and  such  person 
shall  act  accordingly  until  a  President  or  Vice  President  shall  have  quali- 
fied. 

1        Section  4.      The  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of  the 
i  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the  House  of  Representatives  may 
choose  a  President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  shall  have  devolved  upon 
them,  and  for  the  case  of  the  death  of  any  of  the  persons  from  whom  the 
;  Senate  may  choose  a  Vice  President  whenever  the  right  of  choice  may  have 
devolved  upon  them. 

;  Section  5.  Section  1  and  2  shall  take  effect  on  the  15th  day  of  October 
'  following  the  ratification  of  this  article 

Section  6.    This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall  have  been 
ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  the  Legislatures  of  three- 
:  fourths  of  the  sevral  States  within  seven  years  from  the  date  of  its  sub- 
i  mission." 

1        THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  BY  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE

that  the  said  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  ratified  by  the  Legislative  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  Montana,  and,

We,  your  Joint  Committee,  appointed  to  investigate  the  present  warrant 
indebtedness  of  the  State,  and  to  make  recommendations,  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows:  j 

We  find  the  State  of  Montana  now  has  outstanding  general  fund  war- 
rants in  the  sum  of  $4,255,449.96  bearing  four  per  cent  interest,  interest  l( 
payable  only  when  the  warrants  are  paid.    Our  best  estimate  is  that  war-  j 
rants  issued  now  would  not  be  paid  for  approximately  eighteen  months  and 
they  are  not  desired  by  investors. 

We  recommend:  I 

(1)    That  by  reductions  and  economies  for  the  coming  biennium  the 
State  Budget  be  balanced  and  this  done  bearing  in  mind  that  thei  coming 
two  years  may  bring  further  substantial  reductions  in  taxable  values  with  j 
a  resulting  decrease  in  income. 
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(2)  That  the  total  appropriations  made  in  no  event  exceed  the  rea- 
sonably expected  income  and  that  every  department  and  institution  be 
compelled,  by  further  legislation  if  necessary,  to  operate  within  the  amount 
of  their  appropriation. 

(3)  That  no  new  taxes  be  levied  or  imposed  until  every  possible 
State  Government  and  institutional  expense  has  been  reduced  to  the  absolute 
minimum  and  then  only  to  balance  the  budget  and  replace  the  present 
property  taxes. 

(4)  Mindful  of  the  above  policies,  the  urgency  of  the  present  situa- 
tion and  that  refunding  is  futile  unless  the  State  live  within  its  income,  in 
principle  we  favor  an  Act  authorizing  the  issuance  of  refunding  bonds, 
serial,  amortized  or  part  of  each  in  the  amount  of  such  warrants  to  take 
up  the  same.  Bonds  to  run  for  a  period  of  twenty  (20)  years,  unless 
amortized,  bearing  interest  at  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  (4%)  and  a 
levy  within  anc^:  on  the  present  two  mills  to  meet  the  interest  payments 
and  create  the  required  sinking  fund  to  retire  the  bonds  or  amortized  pay- 
ments.

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  resolutions  on  the  passing  of 
former  Senator  John  W.  Schnitzler  submitted  the  following  resolution: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  committee  appointed  to  prepare  resolutions 
on  the  passing  of  our  associate,  the  Honorable  John  W.  Schnitzler,  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following: 
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"RESOLUTIONS  ON  THE  DEATH  OF  JOHN  W.  SCHNITZLER" 

John  W.  Schnitzler  was  born  at  Mildmay,  Ontario,  Canada,  on  the 
11th  day  of  February,  1882.  Because  of  family  financial  reverses,  he  was 
compelled  in  early  youth  to  obtain  an  education  in  the  school  of  hard 
knocks.  He  was  first  chore  boy — then  harvest  hand  in  the  wheat  fields  ol 
Manitoba — then  a  cowboy  on  Canada's  vast  plains.  When  a  boy  of  fifteen, 
he  came  on  foot  from  Manitoba  to  North  Dakota  and  in  a  short  time  was 
engaged  as  clerk  in  a  printing  office.  With  that  resolute  courage  and 
determination  which  was  a  characteristic  quality  throughout  his  entire 
life,  he  mastered  the  printing  trade  and  in  a  few  short  years  became 
owner  and  manager  of  several  rural  newspapers  and  these  in  turn  imme- 
diately espoused  the  common  sense  principles  and  ideas  which  he,  himself, 
always  sincerely  advocated.  His  rule  of  conduct  throughout  life  was  the 
Golden  Rule — this  he  consistently  followed  in  theory  and  actual  practice. 

After  several  years  of  pioneering  in  North  Dakota,  desiring  to  con- 
quer new  fields,  he  came  to  Montana,  locating  at  Froid  in  Roosevelt 
county,  where  with  his  gracious  and  devoted  wife,  formerly  Catherine 
White,  he  m.ade  his  permanent  home. 

From  the  year  1910  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  on  April  24th,  1932, 
he  was  engaged  in  many  successful  business  enterprises.  He  established 
the  first  newspaper  at  Froid;  with  several  associates  he  opened  up  a  bank- 
ing house  that  prospered  and  grew  to  great  proportions;  conducted  a  farm 
implement  and  machinery  business;  accumulated  great  blocks  of  wheat 
lands,  until  he  was  ranked  as  one  of  the  leading  wheat  farmers  of  Mon- 
tana. 

Conducting  and  managing  all  of  these  vast  enterprises,  he  still  had 
sufficient  time  to  give  our  great  state  the  benefit  of  his  advice  and  judg- 
ment. He  was  for  eight  years  a  member  of  this  Senate.  Nationally,  he 
was  frequently  called  into  the  councils  of  the  Republican  party  and  his 
calm,  unerring  judgment  caused  his  party  to  place  him  in  the  position 
of  national  committeeman. 

His  activities  were  so  varied  and  the  demands  made  upon  him  for 
advice  and  consultation  so  numerous,  that  time  became  an  important  factor 
in  his  busy  life  and  in  order  to  more  adequately  attend  to  the  many  de- 
mands made  upon  him,  he  took  up  aviation.  He  was  the  owner  of  an 
aeroplane,  was  a  licensed  pilot  and  was  often  referred  to  as  the  "Flying 
Farmer."  Flying  w^as  a  relaxation  and  recreation  for  him.  In  1929  he 
was  a  passenger  on  the  "Graf  Zeppelin"  on  its  first  return  trip  to  Germany. 

John  W.  Schnitzler  led  an  honorable  and  busy  life;  he  was  a  cour- 
ageous man,  a  respected  citizen,  a  good  neighbor,  a  loving  husband  and 
devoted  father. 

His  untimely  taking  was  an  irreparable  loss  to  his  beloved  wife  and 
children,  to  the  people  of  Montana,  and  to  us,  his  friends  and  associates 
in  this  Senate.

WHEREAS,  the  present  unprecedented  depression  has  brought  year 
of  untold  misery  in  the  industrial  centers  and  the  utter  collapse  in  lar|;

WHEREAS,  the  State  is  practically  bankrupt  in  the  matter  of  ti 
support  of  its  governmental  agencies  and  there  seems  to  be  no  agre!

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  Governor  is  respectfully 
Requested  to  call,  within  ten  days  of  the  passage  of  this  resolution,  a 
tate-wide  industrial,  agricultural,  labor,  educational  and  economic  con- 
3rence  which  shall  mobilize  all  the  states  forces.  The  conference  shall 
lie  devoted  primarily  to  the  following  major  problems  and  the  broad  con- 
tructive  solution  thereof:

I  SECOND:  The  states  unemployment  situation  and  measures  for  the 
jblief  of  the  destitute  and  needy  growing  out  of  the  long  period  of  depres- 
lon. 

THIRD:  An  agreement,  if  possible  between  all  forces,  upon  an 
suitable  system  of  taxation  and  other  means  for  securing  adequate  rev- 
nue  for  running  the  states  necessary  governmental  departments. 

FOURTH:  The  Rehabilitation  and  Stabilization  of  all  our  industries 
-especially  the  two  basic  industries  of  mining  and  agriculture  which  are 
ow  prostrate. 

FIFTH:  A  definite  decision  regarding  what  the  State  can  reasonably 
ffer  during  these  times  of  stress  and  economic  upheaval,  to  its  boys  and 
iris,  in  way  of  educational  advantages  in  its  elementary,  secondary  and 
jigher  instxtutions  of  learning. 

SIXTH:  A  general  uniting  of  all  political  parties,  factions,  industrial 
lierests  and  civic  organizations  in  an  overwhelming  desire  and  command- 
ig  purpose  to  give  to  the  states  wavering  economic,  industrial,  educational 
|rid  political  life  substantial  permanent  foundations;  a  new  spirit  of  com- 
mon dependence  and  helpfulness;  and  a  rebuilding  of  this  mighty  com- 
jiionwealth  along  lines  of  modern  constructive  ideals  of  state  craft. 

To  this  end,  it  is  suggested  that  the  Governor  invite  to  such  a  mobil- 
iation  conference,  leaders  of  agriculture,  industry,  labor,  business,  the 
irofessions,  education,  and  politics,  as  well  as  economists  and  others  who 
iy  reason  of  special  knowledge  of  the  problems  to  be  solved  are  likely  to 
3  able  to  contribute  something  of  value  in  finding  remedies  for  our  seri- 
es conditions.  It  is  also  suggested,  that  members  of  the  legislature  and 
fil  public  officials  shall  by  virtue  of  their  several  offices  be  members  of 
jiid  conference,  and  be  expected  to  attend  its  meetings  in  order  that  the 
lUest  co-operation  and  understanding  may  be  had.

The  Committee  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  on  the  death  of  former 
Senator  Seymore  Harrison  Porter  submitted  the  following  resolution. 

Mr.  President:  The  Senate  records  with  sorrow  the  passing  of  one  of 
its  former  most  useful  and  beloved  members,  The  Honorable  Seymore 
Harrison  Porter. 

[        After  a  short  illness  Senator  Porter  d.ed  at  his  home  at  Big  Sandy, 
I  Chouteau  County,  Montana,  on  the  18th  day  of  January,  1933.  This  esteemed 
and  useful  citizen  came  of  pioneer  American  stock.     He  was  born  at 
I  Madrid  Springs,  St.  Laurence  County,  New  York  on  October  25,  1870.  In 
'  early  childhood  he,  with  his  parents  moved  to  Grinnell,  Iowa,  where  he 
grew  to  manhood  and  received  his  early  education.    He  mastered  tele- 
graphy and  his  frist  employment  was  with  the  Western  Un  on  Telegraph 
Company.    When  only  sixteen  years  of  age  he  was  employed  by  the  Iowa 
,  Central  Railroad  Company  as  assistant  operator  at  Albia,  Iowa,  and  for  a 
ij  time  was  agent  at  Marshalltown,  Iowa.    Later  he  became  a  trusted  em- 
^  ployee  of  the  Great  Northern  Railroad  Company  as  station  agent  and 
operator  at  Breckenridge,  Minnesota  and  Anita,  Stanley  and  Grand  Forks, 
North  Dakota.    In  1915  he  came  to  Big  Sandy,  Montana  where  he  was  em- 
j,  ployed  for  a  time  as  a  bookkeeper  in  the  merchantile  establishment  of  Mc- 
j|  Namara  and  Marlow.  For  a  short  time  in  1916  he  was  station  agent  for 
the  Great  Northern  at  Glasgow  but  in  the  fall  of  that  year  he  returned 
!j  to  Big  Sandy  as  station  agent  for  this  railroad  which  position  he  continu- 
ously held  until  his  death. 

In  1893  at  Ackley,  Iowa,  Senator  Porter  was  united  in  marriage  to 
Miss  Mary  Cassidy  who  survives  him.  To  this  union  was  born  two  sons: 
Charles  H.  and  Walter  S.  Porter,  both  of  whom  are  now  living. 

Senator  Porter  always  took  an  active  interest  in  civic  affairs  and 
held  many  positions  of  responsibility  and  trust  in  his  local  community.  On 
two  occasions  he  was  elected  Mayor  of  Big  Sandy  and  did  much  to  make 
this,  his  home  town,  a  worthwhile  place  to  live  in. 
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Fraternally  he  was  a  Mason  and  an  Odd  Fellow  and  at  times  held 
the  highest  offices  in  the  local  lodges  of  these  orders. 

In  poLUics  Senator  Porter  was  a  Democrat,  and  as  proof  of  his  char- 
acter as  a  man  and  citizen,  was  twice,  in  1922  and  1926,  elected  from 
Chouteau,  a  strong  Republican  County,  to  our  State  Senate  where  he  served 
with  distinction  and  honor  in  the  sessions  of  1923,  1925,  1927  and  1929. 
As  Senator  he  was  a  member  of  the  powerful  Finance  and  Claims  Com- 
mittee. He  did  much  in  securing  the  establishment  of  the  branch  college 
of  the  Greater  University  of  Montana  at  Havre.  He  was  responsible  for  the 
law  providing  for  the  monument  to  Lewis  and  Clark  at  Fort  Benton. 

Senator  Porter  was  a  real  American,  always  interested  in  the  wel- 
fare of  the  nation,  state  and  his  local  community.  We  will  miss  him  but 
more  will  he  be  missed  by  his  neighbors  and  his  family.  The  sincere  sym- 
pathy of  each  member  of  the  Senate  is  extended  to  his  wife  and  sons  in 
this  hour  of  their  great  sorrow.

portion  of  the  carcass  remains  unconsumed.  When  the  proper  tag,  coupon 
or  other  marker  is  so  attached  to  the  said  game  so  killed,  the  same  may 
be  possessed,  used,  stored  and  transported;  provided  the  necessary  permit 
to  transport  the  same  accompanies  the  shipment.  To  said  license  to  hunt 
or  take  elk  or  deer  shall  also  be  attached  a  card,  which  said  card  shall  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  January  of  the  year  following  the  date  of  the  j 
issuance  of  said  license,  be  returned  by  the  holder  of  said  license  to  the  | 
Fish  and  Game  Commission  and  a  report  made  to  said  commission  of  the  j 
game  taken  under  said  license  and  the  place  where  the  same  was  taken,  it 
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jbeing-  the  intent  of  this  Act  to  require  every  licensee  to  make  said  report 
whether  any  game  was  taken  under  said  license  or  not.  It  shall  be  un- 
lawful and  a  misdemeanor  punishable,  accordingly  for  anyone  killing  any 
deer  or  elk  under  said  license,  to  fail  or  neglect  to  attach  the  tag,  cou- 
pon or  other  markers  so  provided  by  said  license  to  any  deer  or  elk  killed 
by  them  immediately  after  the  same  had  been  killed  or  to  fail  to  keep  said 
tag,  coupon  or  other  marker  attached  to  said  deer  or  elk  or  portions  there- 

jiof  while  the  same  is  possessed  by  him";  and  as  so  amended,  recommend

The  committee  appointed  in  accordance  with  Senate  Resolution  No.  5 
:o  investigate  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  State  of  Montana,  sub- 
nitted  the  following  report: 

I      Mr.  President:  We,    your  Committee  appointed  by  you  to  report  in 
ficcordance  with  Senate  Resolution  No.  5,  relating  to  the  investigation  of 
Agricultural  Department  of  the  State  of  Montana,  do  hereby  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  recommendations: 
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AGRICULTURAL  COLLEGE 


Without  a  personal  inspection  of  the  Agricultural  College  it  is  im-j 
possible  to  make  a  thorough  investigation,  nor  make  a  complete  recom- 
mendation. 


However,  from  information  gathered  from  various  sources,  we  are 
convinced  that  a  great  many  activities  and  studies  pursued  at  the  Agricul- 
tural College  are  duplicated  in  other  Branches  of  the  Greater  University. 
The  expenditures  in  the  Agricultural  College  that  appear  to  be  a  duplica- 
tion amount  to  from  |125,000.00  to  |175,000.00. 

We  are  also  convinced  that  a  greater  part  of  the  first  two  years  of 
instruction  in  each  Branch  of  the  Greater  University  is,  for  most  practical 
purposes  a  duplication.  In  many  cases  the  same  Branch  of  study  occurs 
in  each  of  our  Institutions. 

We  also  find  that  there  has  been  no  appreciable  reduction  in  expendi- 
tures, nor  curtailment  of  activities  during  the  last  three  years.  In  fact 
the  total  salaries  of  the  Educational  System  of  the  Agricultural  College 
have  increased  by  $20,000.00  since  1929. 

THEREFORE,  we,  your  Committee  recommend  that  aside  from  any 
reductions  that  have  already  been  made,  an  additional  reduction  of  at  least 
$150,000.00  be  made  covering  the  Agricultural  College,  and  that  the  dupli- 
cations above  referred  to  be  eliminated. 

It  would  appear  that,  if  this  were  done  in  all  the  Branches  of  our 
Greater  University,  a  saving  of  many  thousands  of  dollars  could  be 
accomplished  thereby. 


THAT  the  State  Department  of  Hail  Insurance  seems  to  have  been 
carried  on  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  manner.  However,  we  recommend  thati 
the  appropriation  for  this  Department  be  reduced  so  that  a  bookkeeper  be 
employed  for  not  more  than  six  months  of  each  year,  and  that  the  ex- 
pense of  advertising  be  dispensed  with.  Also  that  a  saving  of  at  leastj 
$300.00  could  be  made  on  printing,  stationery,  etc. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  AGRICULTURE,  LABOR  AND  PUBLICITY  j 

In  investigating  this  department,  we  find  that  in  the  Dairy,  Apiculture 
and  Horticulture  Departments,  the  heads  of  these  Departments  are  will- 
ing, and  expect  to  spend  a  large  part  of  their  time  as  inspectors  in  the 
field  for  their  various  departments,  and  are  willing  to  curtail  expenses 
wherever  possible  in  order  to  carry  on  under  these  trying  conditions. 

Each  one  of  these  departments  has  an  income  from  fees  for  inspec- 
tion, but  if  they  are  to  exist  at  all  and  accomplish  for  the  public  what  was 
intended,  there  must  be  some  appropriation  from  the  General  Fund  for 
each  of  them. 

The  Department  of  Labor  and  Publicity  has  no  income  from  outside 
sources.  This  Department  last  year  used  $11,000.00,  and  they  are  request- 
ing $12,860.00  for  the  coming  year.  Salaries  in  this  office  total  aroundj 
$5600.00.  We  feel  that  while  this  department  has  been  of  great  value 
to  the  state  in  times  past,  it  is  a  question  whether  at  this  time  a  continu- 
ance of  the  expense  will  be  justified. 

The  Grain  Department  is  self-sustaining.  The  management  of  this 
department  is  exerting  every  effort  to  live  within  their  income  by  reduc- 
ing salaries  and  avoidance  of  duplication  of  work. 


Notwithstanding  that  in  the  past  some  benefit  might  have  been  de- 
rived from  the  activities  of  the  Montana  Extension  Service,  it  would  seem| 
that  results  do  not  justify  any  further  expenditures  by  this  department.  To? 
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substantiate  this  statement,  we  suggest  that  such  activities  as  Agriculture 
Economies,  County  Agents,  Entomology,  Irrigation,  Publications  and 
Veterinary  Service  are  superfluous.  The  ordinary  farmer  and  stockman 
is  confronted  by  conditions  of  over-production  and  low  prices.  It  would 
seem  that  this  department,  whose  main  object  is  to  produce  more,  would 
better  be  dispensed  with  until  such  time  as  the  taxpayers  of  the  state  can 
better  afford  to  support  the  department,  which  has  long  been  considered  not 
j  altogether  a  necessity. 

!  The  expenses  of  this  department  for  the  year  June  30,  1931  to  July 
1st,  1932,  were  approximately  $155,000.00.  We  recommend  that  a  sufficient 
amount  of  money  be  appropriated  for  this  department  to  keep  a  janitor 

jiand  to  buy  whatever  supplies  are  necessary  to  keep  the  physical  plant. 

f  We  believe  it  possible  to  make  a  saving  of  some  $150,000.00  in  this 
department  without  any  hardship  to  anyone.  It  is  true  that  the  Federal 
Government  furnished  a  large  amount  of  the  money  necessary  to  run 
this  department,  but  a  dollar  saved  from  Federal  Funds  is  the  same  as 
if  it  were  saved  from  any  other  fund. 

,  LIVESTOCK  COMMISSION 

I There  has  been  a  substantial  cut  in  salaries  of  this  department,  having 
taken  effect  May  1st,  1932,  of  from  ten  to  tv/enty-five  percent,  and  it 
would  seem  that  any  drastic  cut  in  this  department  would  tend  to  hamper 
the  livestock  industry  of  the  State.  A  very  large  part  of  the  work  of  this 
department  is  in  brand  inspections,  and  the  investigation  of  theft  cases 
and  butchered  animals  on  the  open  range.  We  know  that  any  willing  and 
conscientious  Sheriff  of  any  county  welcomes  the  aid  of  the  men  from  this 
department,  who  are  able  many  times  to  be  of  great  assistance  to  them. 
We  therefore  cannot  advise  any  change  in  this  department  beyond  that 
jthe  department  conduct  its  business  as  economically  as  possible,  and  that 
lithe  most  efficient  men  be  employed. 

LIVESTOCK  SANITARY  BOARD 

In  investigating  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board,  and  after  going  over 
'the  activities  of  this  department  carefully,  and  knowing  the  importance  of 
strict  dairy  inspection  as  to  milk  furnished  for  the  consumption  of  the 
public  in  the  towns  of  the  State,  we  feel  that  any  curtailment  of  the  work 
of  this  department  as  to  the  above  would  be  dangerous.  We  find  that  this 
department  has  been  conductd  with  consideration  and  efficiency.  With  the 
exception  of  a  fevv^  cases,  we  find  that  the  salaries  paid  have  not  been 
excessive.  Therefore,  we  recommend  that  this  department  receive  an  ap- 
propriation that  will  enable  them  to  give  the  people  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana the  protection  that  we  feel  is  absolutely  necessary. 


MONTANA  EXPERIMENTAL  STATION 

We  recommend  that  the  activities  of  the  Montana  Experimental  Sta- 
tion and  Branch  Stations  be  confined  to  the  following: 

That  the  Grain  Laboratory  be  kept  in  operation  at  the  lowest  pos- 
j;isible  appropriation. 

That  a  caretaker  be  put  in  charge  of  each  Station  and  Sub-Station  on 
and  after  July  1st,  1933,  for  a  period  of  two  years,  to  care  for  the  property 
belonging  to  the  State;  and  that  the  officer  in  charge  of  this  department 
should  be  instructed  to  sell  all  livestock  not  necessary,  except  that  to  take 
care  of  the  maintenance  of  each  Station,  and  place  the  proceeds  derived 
from  such  sales  back  into  the  proper  fund.  By  this  arrangement  it  will  be 
possible  to  save  the  State  and  Federal  Government  the  sum  of  $150,- 
000.00  from  that  which  was  spent  in  the  year  from  June  30,  1931  to  July 
1st,  1932.

The  fact  that  the  sum  of  about  $90,000.00  has  been  furnished  by  the 
Federal  Government  need  be  no  excuse  for  keeping  these  stations  in  opera- 
tion, as  this  money  has  to  be  paid  by  the  taxpayers  the  same  as  any  other 
money. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  point  out  that  the  Committee  has  recom- 
mended along  with  other  things  a  direct  cut  of  about  $460,000.00  in  the 
various  departments  relating  to  Agriculture. 

We  do  not  believe  that  the  elimination  of  the  Extension  Service  and 
the  Experimental  Stations  will  work  to  any  disadvantage  to  the  farmers 
of  the  State  for  the  next  two  years  at  least. 

We  present  our  report  to  the  Senate  with  the  hope  that  it  will  be  re- 
ferred to  a  Committee,  and  we  attach  hereto  the  figures  from  which  we 
have  drawn  our  conclusions,  for  their  consideration.

MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR 

The  following  communication  from  the  Governor  was  received  and 
read: 

February  22,  1933. 

The  President  of  the  Senate, 
Senate  Chamber, 
Helena,  Montana. 

Herewith  I  am  returning  Senate  Bill  No.  1, 

"An  Act  to  amend  Section  853,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1921,  relat- « 
ing  to  the  University  of  Montana,  abolishing  the  office  of  Chancellor  and! 
authorizing  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  employ  executive  and  admin- 
istrative officers  and  other  employes," 

Without  my  approval  and  with  my  objections  thereto. 
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This  bill  first  made  its  appearance  in  the  Senate  on  January  4,  and 
after  a  rather  difficult  and  tortuous  journey  emerged  from  the  House  with 
amendments  duly  approved.  It  then  was  referred  to  a  conference  committee 
and  the  report  of  this  committee  was  finally  approved  by  both  houses  and 
the  bill  was  sent  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval  or  disapproval,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

I  am  always  loath  to  disapprove  any  measure  that  has  received  the 
deliberate  sanction  of  the  two  Houses  of  the  Assembly,  but  when  a  meas- 
sure  is  presented  which  is  at  variance  with  what  I  firmly  believe  to  be  the 
best  interests  of  the  people  we  are  serving,  I  would  be  faithless  to  the 
trust  reposed  in  me  did  I  not  exercise  the  right  and  duty  enjoined  by  ihe 
Constitution. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill,  of  course,  is  to  abolish  the  Chancellor  system 
of  the  University  of  Montana.  Eight  years'  experience  as  President  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  and  a  close  and  somewhat  intimate  contact  with  the 
units  of  the  University  during  that  period,  leave  no  doubt  in  my  mind 
as  to  the  wisdom  of  and  necessity  for  the  Chancellor  system.  Conditions 
which  obtained  during  the  years  before  this  system  was  inaugurated  are 
still  fresh  in  our  minds.  There  was  no  co-operation  or  co-ordination  on  the 
part  of  the  four  teaching  units.  These  units  were  operated  on  a  competi- 
tive basis.  There  were  unnecessary  duplications  in  curricula.  There  were 
jealousies,  discords  and  bickerings,  and  at  every  session  of  the  legislature 
was  witnessed  an  undignified  and  unbecoming  lobbying  for  appropriations. 
These  assaults  upon  the  Legislature  were  not  confined  to  the  heads  of  the 
various  institutions,  by  any  means,  but  were  participated  in  by  students 
and  often  by  members  of  the  communities  in  which  the  institutions  were 
located.  It  was  these  conditions  that  brought  about  the  adoption  of  the 
Chancellor  system  in  1913.  Under  the  present  system  coordinated  and  cen- 
tralized administration  has  been  brought  about,  resulting  in  a  reduction  in 
the  per  capita  cost  of  higher  education  of  more  than  10  per  cent  in  the 
last  15  years. 

I  was  very  much  interestd  in  a  letter  I  received  from  Dean  Hamilton 
of  the  State  College  a  few  days  ago.  He  tells  very  vividly  of  the  Chancellor 
system  before  and  after  the  system  was  adopted.  I  want  to  quote  a  few 
paragraphs  from  his  letter: 

"I  have  watched  the  discussion  and  votes  in  the  Legislative  Assembly 
on  the  Chancellor  system  with  a  very  great  interest.  I  served  on  the  State 
Board  of  Education  for  more  than  eight  years,  and  I  know  the  problems 
with  which  they  must  deal  from  the  inside.  I  was  President  of  Montana 
State  College  for  fifteen  years  and  know  the  problems  that  must  be 
brought  to  the  State  Board  by  the  institutions  for  solution.  During  eleven 
years  of  my  service  as  President  there  was  no  Chancellor.  For  weeks  before 
the  Assembly  met  and  during  the  entire  sixty  days  of  its  session,  there 
was  scheming  and  lobbying  by  the  heads  of  the  different  institutions  to 
see  who  could  get  the  largest  appropriations.  I  will  admit  that  I  did  my 
share  of  this  detestable  work.  I  felt  that  I  had  to  in  defense  of  the  Col- 
lege I  represented.  There  was  a  constant  struggle  to  add  courses  of  study 
at  the  institutions  which  resulted  in  much  duplication  and  waste  of  the 
state's  money.  There  was  always  bitter  rivalry  and  competition. 

*  *  I  was  so  discouraged  with  the  old  system  that  I  had  decided 
to  resign  and  did  present  my  resignation  to  the  State  Board.  I  was  re- 
quested to  remain  and  assist  in  getting  the  new  system  started.  I  remained 
with  Chancellor  Elliott  for  four  years,  and  I  can  speak  from  experience 
under  both  systems.  The  new  law  created  an  entirely  new  condition.  It 
resulted  in  fact  in  a  revolution  in  the  method  of  controlling  higher  educa- 
tion in  Montana.  Those  who  have  had  no  experience  with  the  old  system 
cannot  appreciate  the  wonderful  change.  Most  of  the  duplications  of  courses 
of  study  disappeared,  the  lobbying  by  the  Presidents  in  the  Legislature  was 
stopped,  the  bitterness  and  hostility  among  the  institutions  have  passed 
away.  Good  fellowship  and  the  spirit  of  cooperation  now  mark  the  dealing 
of  the  students  and  faculties  with  one  another. 
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"I  have  been  connected  with  the  institutions  of  higher  education  in 
Montana  for  just  forty  years,  for  I  became  a  member  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education  in  March,  1893.  There  has  not  been  a  day  in  these  forty 
years  that  I  have  not  been  an  officer  or  a  member  of  the  faculty  in  one  of 
them.    I  know  their  history  from  their  beginnings. 

"Whatever  small  amount  I  have  been  able  to  contribute  to  the  cause 
of  education  in  Montana,  I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  my  work  in  help- 
ing to  get  the  Chancellor  system  adopted  and  put  into  working  condition 
has  been  of  far  more  importance  than  all  of  the  rest  of  it." 

The  question  now  is,  Shall  we  abondon  the  present  system  of  unified 
and  central  government  and  take  a  step  backward  and  resume  a  system 
which  will  give  us  a  University  with  six  separate  units,  competitive,  dis- 
cordant and  belligerent  ?  We  need  not  speculate  or  theorize  as  to  what 
would  happen  to  the  University  after  we  returned  to  the  old  system.  We 
know  from  bitter  experience  what  could  come  to  pass.  The  bill  under  con- 
sideration contains  the  following  provision: 

"The  said  Board,  (meaning  the  Board  of  Education),  shall  also  ap- 
point such  other  executive  or  administrative  officers,  agents  and  employees 
for  said  University  of  Montana  as  they  may  deem  necessary  at  salaries  not 
to  exceed  Four  Thousand  Dollars  ($4,000.00)  per  annum  in  any  one  in- 
stance." 

The  evident  purpose  of  this  provision  is  to  supply  a  substitute  for  the 
present  system.  However,  the  meaning  of  the  Legislature  is  rather  ob- 
scure, uncertain  and  indefinite.  Does  it  mean  that  the  Board  of  Education 
may  employ  someone  who  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  perform 
the  functions  and  duties  of  the  Chancellor,  but  that  he  must  have  some 
other  title  or  designation?  That  can  not  be,  for  in  disposing  of  the  Chan- 
cellor and  the  system  there  is  implied  a  disapproval  of  the  functions  and 
duties  of  the  office  as  now  organized. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a  Business  Manager  should  be  employed  in- 
stead of  a  Chancellor,  but  the  State  has  already  a  well  organized  and 
efficient  purchasing  department,  and  the  Purchasing  Agent  does  all  the 
buying,  supervises  the  letting  of  contracts  for  fuel,  materials  and  equip- 
ment for  the  University  and  keeps  a  complete  check  on  all  purchases 
made  through  him  for  the  University.  We  also  have  an  efficient  State 
Accountant,  whose  duties  are  to  keep  a  thorough  check  on  all  receipts 
and  disbursements,  and  supervise  the  accounts  kept,  and  all  the  book- 
keeping of  the  institutions.  Under  these  circumstances  would  not  a  Busi- 
ness Manager  be  a  useless  and  expensive  duplication  in  the  administra- 
tion of  the  affairs  of  the  University  ?  With  the  Chancellor  system  elim- 
inated I  cannot  conceive  how  under  present  circumstances  a  Business  Man- 
ager or  a  subordinate  executive  or  administrator  would  be  of  any  service 
to  the  institution.  It  certainly  would  not  promote  a  unified,  efficient  or 
cooperative  higher  educational  service.  No  one  would  think  of  dispensing 
with  the  service  of  the  superintendent  of  our  city  schools  and  expect  a 
subordinate  officer  to  carry  on  the  duties  performed  by  the  superintendent. 

The  people  of  Montana  have  an  investment  of  more  than  six  and  one- 
half  million  dollars  in  the  property  of  the  University.  There  is  at  present 
an  enrollment  of  thirty-five  hundred  students,  and  more  than  fifty  thou- 
sand boys  and  girls  have  been  educated  and  trained  in  the  various  units 
of  the  institution  since  its  foundation.  The  University  has  at  all  times 
received  the  generous  support  of  the  citizens  of  Montana.  In  1920  a  bond 
issue  of  five  million  dollars  and  a  levy  of  a  mill  and  a  half  on  taxable 
property  for  its  support  and  maintenance  were  freely  voted.  Again  in 
1930  a  three  million  dollar  bond  issue  and  an  additional  one  and  one-half 
mill  levy  were  generously  voted  by  the  people.  The  attitude  thus  ex- 
pressed indicates  that  the  citizens  of  Montana  felt  that  the  University 
is  a  real  worth-while  institution  and  is  doing  a  worth-while  work  in  the 
development  of  Montana  in  the  building  of  citizenship  and  providing  lead- 
ers in  the  affairs  of  our  state.    I  cannot  think  that  with  so  great  an  in- 
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vestment  and  with  such  g-enerous  interest  in  and  support  of  this  institu- 
tion the  people  will  approve  a  backward  step,  such  as,  in  my  opinion, 
would  result  should  the  present  bill  become  a  law. 

Much  complaint  has  been  heard  about  the  high  salary  paid  the  Chan- 
cellor; in  fact,  this  was  one  of  the  strong  arguments  in  favor  of  the  bill. 
In  these  distressing  times,  when  reduction  of  salaries  everywhere  occurs, 
there  may  be  just  ground  for  such  criticism.  However,  with  the  resigna- 
tion of  the  present  Chancellor,  Dr.  Melvin  A.  Brannon,  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  is  now  created,  and  I  am  sure  that  if  the  system  is  maintained  the 
Board  of  Education  will  take  due  notice  of  that  fact  and  that  when  a  new 
Chancellor  is  employed  it  will  be  at  a  reduced  salary,  comparable  to  sal- 
aries paid  to  other  public  officials  during  these  unhappy  times, 

I  cannot  subscribe  to  the  claim  that  this  is  a  measure  of  economy. 
Whether  the  present  system  is  retained  or  not  will  not  make  one  cent's 
difference  in  the  appropriations  which  have  been  made  for  the  institution. 
Whatever  the  salary  or  the  expense  of  a  Chancellor  may  be  it  will  be 
saved  many  times  in  the  unified  and  orderly  administration  of  the  affairs 
of  the  University  by  preventing  duplications  and  general  chaos.  This  fact 
we  can  easily  ascertain  from  the  experience  of  those  who  have  observed 
conditions  under  both  systems. 

I  believe,  therefore,  that  this  measure,  if  it  becomes  a  law,  will  be 
a  definite  step  backward  in  the  higher  education  of  our  state;  also  that 
it  will  not  effect  any  economy  in  the  administration  of  the  institution;  in 
fact  I  firmly  believe  that  it  would  result  in  extravagances  and  useless 
duplications  and  that  it  would  destroy  the  unified  system  under  which  the 
institution  has  grown  and  prospered  in  the  last  decade. 

The  University  appropriation  for  the  next  biennium  has  been  reduced 
by  about  one-third.  To  this  reduction  the  Board  of  Education  and  the 
executive  officers  of  the  University  have  gracefully  acquiesced  and  have 
set  up  the  budgets  to  meet  these  reductions.  We  believe  that  even  with 
these  reduced  budgets  we  shall  be  able  to  carry  on  without  materially  cur- 
tailing the  service. 

For  the  reasons  herein  briefly  set  forth  I  feel  it  is  my  duty  to  dis- 
approve Senate  Bill  No.  1.

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MESSAGES  FROM  THE  GOVERNOR 

The  following  communication  from  the  Governor  was  received  and]' 
read: 

February  24,  1933. 

The  Honorable, 

The  Senate  of  the  State  of  Montana, 

Helena,  Montana.  , 

Early  in  the  session  the  Assembly  enacted  a  law  providing  for  the  « 
funding  of  the  outstanding  general  fund  warrants,  amounting  to  approxi-j! 
mately  four  and  one-half  million  dollars.  This  legislation  and  all  the  facts  ij 
and  circumstances  connected  therewith  are,  of  course,  fresh  in  your  minds! 
and  it  is  not  necessary  to  weary  you  with  the  provisions  and  details  of! 
the  law  as  it  now  stands.  ji 

In  order  to  test  the  validity  of  this  Act  a  friendly  suit  was  promptly  I 
instituted  in  the  Supreme  Court.  The  Court,  after  due  deliberation,  found i| 
the  law  contravened  no  provision  of  the  Constitution  and  that  it  was  valid  i 
in  every  way.  Some  doubt  had  theretofore  been  cast  upon  the  legality' 
of  the  general  fund  warrants  and  this  cloud  was  also  cleared  ud  in  thisjl 
same  court  decision.  ( 

In  harmony  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  the  State  Board  of  Ex-L 
aminers  proceeded  to  sell  the  bonds  by  calling  for  bids.  Notice  of  the; 
time  and  place  of  sale  was  published  in  the  Helena  Independent  and  the 
Great  Falls  Tribune,  and  printed  notices  were  also  sent  by  mail  to  more 
than  one  hundred  bond  buying  houses  in  every  part  of  the  country.  With 
these  notices  were  also  sent  copies  of  the  law  and  a  full  and  complete 
financial  statement  of  the  state.  The  New  York  Herald-Tribune  carried! 
a  notice  of  the  time,  the  place  and  terms  of  sale.  The  Bond  Buyer,  a 
financial  journal  of  Wall  Street,  carried  a  complete  statement  of  the  securi- 
ties offered  for  sale.  The  notices  called  for  bids  to  be  submitted  at  the 
office  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  in  the  State  Capitol  at  Helena  on  Thurs- 
day, February  23,  at  eleven  o'clock  A.  M. 

No  bids  were  received,  although  we  have  had  many  inquiries  by  letter 
and  wire  concerning  the  bonds  offered  for  sale  and  apparently  investors 
are  very  much  interested.  Satisfaction  is  expressed  with  the  law  authoriz- 
ing the  sale  of  the  bonds.  Faith  is  expressed  in  the  credit  of  the  state 
and  its  financial  condition  and  no  doubt  is  expressed  as  to  the  ability  of 
the  state  to  meet  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  proposed  bond  issue. 

The  rate  of  interest  seems  to  be  the  stumbling  block.  As  you  will 
recall,  the  lavv^  fixes  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  at  four  per  cent  and' 
in  these  times  of  depression  and  economic  disaster  this  is  not  sufficiently 
attractive  to  investors  and  seriously  impairs  the  salability  of  the  bonds. 
In  view  of  the  situation  the  Board  of  Examiners  decided  to  submit  these 
facts  to  you  for  your  respectful  consideration  and  suggest  that  the  present! 
law  be  amended  changing  the  maximum  rate  of  interest  at  which  thesei; 
bonds  may  be  sold  from  four  per  cent  to  four  and  three-fourths  per  cent.jj 
I  understand,  of  course,  that  the  time  has  passed  for  the  introduction  of|| 
bills  and  the  transfer  of  bills  from  one  house  to  the  other.  But  I  trust 
that  this  matter  will  appear  to  you  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to  war- 
rant suspension  of  the  rule  (which  I  understand  can  be  done  by  a  two-; 
thirds  vote)  so  as  to  permit  this  amendment  before  the  end  of  the  session.li 

I  am  sure  we  all  realize  how  important  it  is  to  find  a  market  forj 
these  bonds  and  to  fund  these  warrants  and  how  important  it  is  to  havej 
this  amendment  made  at  the  present  session.  This  I  believe  to  be  inj; 
harmony  with  good  business  methods  and  appears  to  be  absolutely  neces-jj 
sary  if  the  state  government  is  to  continue  to  function.  The  present  method! 
of  issuing  warrants  without  available  funds  to  pay  them  will  drive  the 
warrants  to  a  heavy  discount,  which  will  impair  the  credit  of  the  state,' 
materially  increase  the  cost  of  supplies  and  equipment  necessary  for  the, 
institutions  and  greatly  interfere  with  the  economical  and  efficient  admin-' 
istration  of  the  state  government. 
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I  have  addressed  this  brief  note  to  each  House  of  the  Assembly  and 
I  hope  the  suggestions  made  will  receive  sympathetic  consideration  and 
that  this  amendment  be  promptly  made.

upon  incomes  and  the  distribution  of  said  taxes  to  the  public  schools  and  to  , 
the  state  government."

Be  it  Enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  That  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  be  amended 
as  herein  after  provided  and  that  the  question  of  such  amendment  be 
submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  for  their  ap-l 
proval  or  rejection  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  November,  1934.  j 

Section  2.  That  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  be  and  thejl 
same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new  section  to  be  known  andij 
designated  as  Section  1  (a)  of  Article  12,  reading  as  follows: 

Section  1  (a)  of  Article  12.  The  Legislative  Assembly  may  levy  and 
collect  taxes  upon  incomes  of  persons,  firms  and  corporations  for  the 
purpose  of  replacing  property  taxes.  These  income  taxes  may  be  graduated 
and  progressive  and  shall  be  distributed  to  the  public  schools  and  to  the 
state  government.  I 

Section  3.  Separate  official  ballots  shall  be  provided  at  the  general* 
election  to  be  held  in  November,  1934,  which  shall  have  printed  thereon; 
"Property  Tax  Relief  Amendment,"  followed  by  all  of  Section  1  (a)  of 
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Article  12  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  as  proposed  by  this 
Act.  There  shall  also  be  printed  on  said  official  ballots,  below  the  said 
section,  squares  and  the  words  as  follows: 


Each  elector  who  approves  this  amendment  shall  mark  an  "X"  in  the 
first  square  above  printed  and  each  elector  who  rejects  it  shall  mark  an 
*'X"  in  the  second  square. 

Section  4.  The  votes  cast  for  and  against  this  amendment  above 
proposed,  shall  be  counted,  canvassed  and  determined  by  such  officials,  and 
in  such  manner  as  provided  by  law,  and  if  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast  at 
such  election  for  and  against  such  amendment  shall  be  in  favor  of  such 
amendment,  the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  so  declare  by  public  proclama- 
tion and  the  amendment  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  as  a  part  of  the 
Constitution  from  and  after  the  date  of  such  proclamation.

That  new  sections  be  added  after  Section  3,  beginning  with  the  word 
"insurance"  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  4.  Any  person  injured  by  the  breach  of  any  obligation  to  secure 
which  a  bond  is  given,  as  in  this  Act  provided,  shall  be  entitled  to  sue  on  the 
bond  in  his  own  name  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  recover  the 
damages  he  may  have  sustained  by  such  breach,  or,  where  more  than  one 
person  has  so  been  injured,  the  action  may  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the 
State  of  Montana  on  behalf  of  all  such  injured  persons. 

Section  5.  The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  shall  charge,  assess  and 
cause  to  be  collected  a  reasonable  fee  for  every  examination  or  inspection 
of  a  warehouse  under  this  Act,  to  be  paid  to  the  State  Treasurer. 

Section  6.  The  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  shall  prescribe  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  safe  conduct  of  the  busi- 
ness referred  to  in  this  Act  and  to  that  end  may,  if  he  deems  it  necessary, 
require  reports  from  any  warehouseman  or  person  receiving  stored  beans  on 
blanks  or  forms  that  may  be  prepared  by  the  commissioner. 

Section  7.  The  storage  of  beans  under  the  terms  of  this  Act  shall 
constitute  a  bailment  and  every  licensee  hereunder  shall  keep  the  beans 
of  one  depositor  so  far  separate  from  the  beans  of  other  depositors  for  which 
a  separate  receipt  has  been  issued,  as  to  permit  at  all  times  identification 
and  re-delivery  of  the  beans  deposited;  and  upon  the  return  of  the  ware- 
house receipt  properly  endorsed,  and  upon  payment  or  tender  of  all  advances 
and  legal  charges,  the  holder  of  such  warehouse  receipt  shall  be  entitled  to, 
and  it  shall  be  compulsory  for  the  warehouseman  to  deliver,  the  identical 
beans  so  placed  in  storage.  And  it  shall  be  unlawful  and  constitute  a  con- 
version for  any  warehouseman  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  to  re- 
move any  beans  deposited  with  him  for  storage  from  the  State  of  Montana 
or  to  remove  them  from  the  warehouse  where  they  have  been  first  stored 
and  upon  which  a  warehouse  receipt  has  been  issued  without  the  written  con- 
sent of  the  holder  of  the  warehouse  receipt  or  the  written  authority  first 
obtained  from  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture. 
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Section  8.  All  beans  accepted  for  storage  shall  first  be  graded  accord- 
ing to  the  standards  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  grade 
so  established  shall  be  noted  and  specified  upon  the  warehouse  receipt  issued 
for  such  beans. 

Section  9.  Every  warehouseman  or  person  operating  under  this  Act 
shall  keep  in  a  place  of  safety  complete  and  correct  records  of  all  beans 
stored  by  him  and  all  beans  withdrawn  from  storage  of  all  warehouse  re- 
ceipt issued  by  him,  and  of  the  receipts  returned  to  and  cancelled  by  him, 
and  shall  make  such  reports  to  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  concerning 
such  matters  as  may  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  be  required  by  rules 
and  regulations  established  by  him. 

Section  10.  Any  persons  who  shall  engage  in  or  carry  on  any  business 
or  occupation  for  which  a  license  is  required  by  this  Act  without  first  hav- 
ing procured  a  license  therefor  or  who  shall  continue  to  engage  in  or  carry 
on  any  such  business  or  occupation  after  such  license  has  been  revoked  or  has 
expired  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  Twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  nor  more 
than  One  Hundred  Dollars  (§100.00)  and  each  and  every  day  that  such 
business  or  occupation  is  so  carried  on  or  engaged  in  shall  be  a  separate 
offense.  Any  person  who  shall  otherwise  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Act  or  shall  by  any  manner  or  means  convert  to  his  own  use  or 
that  of  another  any  beans  so  stored  or  accepted  for  storage  shall,  if  the 
value  of  such  converted  beans  exceeds  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00),

A  Bill  for 
ian  Act  entitled:  "An  Act  to  provide  for  the  submission  to  the  qualified 
I  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  of  an  amendment  to  Article  XVI  of  the 
j|  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana  by  adding  thereto  a  Section  to  be 
jiknown  as  Section  8,  authorizing  the  legislature,  by  a  general  or  special 
jilaw,  to  provide  for  the  abandonment,  abolishment  and  termination,  or  con- 
jlsolidation,  of  counties  and  for  the  termination  of  the  terms  of  office  of  of- 
ficers in  counties  so  abandoned,  abolished,  terminated  or  consolidated. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  That  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana be  amended  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  that  the  question  of  such 
'amendment  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  November,  1934. 

Section  2.  That  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  section  to  be 
known  as  Section  8  and  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  8.  The  Legislative  Assembly  may,  by  general  or  special  law,

That  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Montana 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  by  adding  thereto  a  section  to  be 
designated  and  known  as  Section  46  and  to  read  as  follows: 

"Section  46.  Within  fifteen  days  after  the  convening  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  in  regular  session  the  Governor  shall  submit  a  budget  for 
the  two  ensuing  fiscal  years.  Such  budget  shall  contain  a  complete  plan 
of  proposed  expenditures  and  estimated  revenues  for  the  ensuing  biennium. 
It  shall  show  in  detail  the  revenues  and  expenditures  for  each  of  the  two 
fiscal  years  preceding;  the  current  assets,  liabilities,  reserves  and  surplus 
or  deficit  of  the  state;  the  debts  and  funds  of  the  state;  an  estimate  of 
the  revenues  which  will  accrue  to  each  fund  of  the  state  during  each  year 
of  the  ensuing  biennium,  and  an  estimate  of  the  state's  financial  condi- 
tion as  of  the  beginning  and  end  of  such  biennium;  any  explanation  or 
statement  the  Governor  may  desire  to  make  as  to  the  important  features  of  | 
the  budget,  and  any  suggestions  or  recommendations  as  to  methods  for  the  ' 
reduction  or  increase  of  the  state  revenues. 

The  budget  shall  embrace  an  itemized  estimate  of  the  appropriations 
to  be  made  for  the  Legislative  Assembly,  which  shall  be  certified  to  the 
Governor  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House  within 
five  days  after  the  convening  of  the  Legislative  Assembly;  for  the  execu- 
tive department;  for  the  judicial  department;  to  pay  and  discharge  the 
principal  and  interest  of  the  public  debt;  for  salaries  payable  by  the  state  , 
under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  state;  for  the  maintenance,  support 
and  betterment  of  all  state  institutions,  and  for  such  other  purposes  as  are 
set  forth  in  the  Constitution  of  Laws  of  the  State,  and  for  all  other  appro- 
priations. 

The  Governor  shall  deliver  to  the  presiding  officer  of  each  house  the 
budget  and  an  appropriation  bill  for  all  of  the  proposed  appropriations  of  [| 
the  budget,  clearly  itemized  and  classified,  and  the  presiding  officer  of  each  !i 
House  shall  promptly  cause  said  bill  to  be  introduced  therein,  but  such 
bill  need  be  printed  only  in  the  House  of  Representatives.    The  Governor 
may,  before  final  action  thereon  by  the  Legislative  Assembly,  amend  or  i 
supplement  the  budget  to  correct  an  oversight  or  error,  or  in  case  of  an 
emergency,  by  delivering  such  amendment  to  the  presiding  officers  of  both  l| 
houses  and  such  amendment  or  supplement  shall  thereby  become  a  part  of  \ 
the  budget  bill  as  an  addition  to  the  items  therein  or  as  a  modification  of 
or  substitute  for  any  item  or  items  in  said  budget  and  bill  such  amend- 
ment or  supplement  may  effect.    The  Legislative  Assembly  may  not  alter 
said  bill  except  to  strike  out  or  reduce  items  therein;  provided,  however, 
appropriations  necessary  for  the  payment  of  interest  or  principal  of  the 
public  debt  shall  not  be  reduced  or  eliminated;  and  provided,  further,  that 
the  salary  or  compensation  of  any  public  officer  shall  not  be  increased  or 
decreased  during  his  term  of  office. 
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Neither  house  shall  consider  any  other  appropriation,  except  an  appro- 
priation for  the  immediate  expense  of  the  Legislative  Assembly,  until  the 
budget  appropriation  bill  has  been  finally  acted  upon  by  both  Houses. 
Every  appropriation  in  addition  to  those  provided  for  in  the  budget  and 
budget  appropriation  bill,  shall  be  embodied  in  a  separate  bill,  which  shall 
be  designated  as  a  supplementary  appropriation  bill,  and  shall  be  limited 
to  some  single  work,  object  or  purpose  therein  stated.  No  supplementary 
appropriation  shall  be  valid  if  the  balance  of  estimated  revenues  to  accrue 
during  the  biennium  to  the  fund  out  of  which  the  supplementary  appro- 
priation is  to  be  paid,  after  setting  aside  so  much  thereof  as  will  be  re- 
quired to  meet  the  appropriations  made  therefrom  by  the  budget  and 
budget  appropriation  bill,  is  insufficient  to  meet  such  supplementary  ap- 
propriation, unless  the  Legislative  Assembly  shall  provide  in  such  supple- 
mentary appropriation  bill  the  necessary  revenue  to  meet  and  pay  such 
appropriation  by  a  tax,  direct  or  indirect,  to  be  levied  and  collected  as 
directed  by  the  Legislative  Assembly.  This  prohibition  shall  not  apply  to 
appropriations  to  suppress  insurrections,  defend  the  state  or  assist  in  de- 
fending the  United  States  in  time  of  war. 

The  Governor,  for  the  purpose  of  making  up  said  budgets  shall  have 
the  power,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  require  from  all  state  officers,  in- 
cluding all  heads  of  executive  and  administrative  departments,  and  insti- 
tutions, bureaus,  boards,  commissions  and  agencies  expending  or  supervis- 
ing the  expenditure  of  state  moneys,  and  all  institutions  and  individuals 
apply  for  state  moneys  and  appropriations,  such  itemized  estimates  and 
other  information  as  he  may  deem  necessary  and  proper,  in  such  form 
and  at  such  times  as  he  may  direct. 

The  Governor  may  provide  for  hearings  on  all  estimates  and  may 
require  the  attendance  at  such  hearings  of  representatives  of  state  de- 
partments, offices  and  institutions,  and  of  other  institutions  and  individ- 
uals applying  for  state  appropriations. 

The  Governor  may,  in  his  discretion,  revise,  change  or  alter  any  and 
all  estimates,  except  those  relating  to  the  Legislative  Department  as 
certified  by  the  presiding  officers  of  both  houses,  those  providing  for  pay- 
ment of  the  prinicipal  and  interest  of  the  state  debt,  and  for  salaries  and 
expenditures  specified  by  the  Constitution  or  Laws  of  the  State. 

The  total  appropriations  made  and  expenditures  authorized  by  the 
budget  and  budget  appropriation  bill  from  any  fund  must  not  exceed  the 
estimated  revenues  from  taxes,  fees  and  all  other  sources  which  will  accrue 
to  such  fund  during  the  biennium  covered  by  such  budget  and  budget  ap- 
propriation bill,  and  any  and  all  appropriations  or  expenditures  authorized 
by  the  budget  and  budget  bill  in  excess  of  the  estimated  revenues  which 
will  accrue  to  the  fund,  from  which  such  appropriations  or  expenditures 
are  to  be  made,  during  such  biennium,  shall  be  wholly  void. 

No  expenditure  shall  be  made  or  authorized  by  any  officer,  bureau, 
board,  commission,  institution,  agency  or  individual,  or  by  the  head  of  any 
state  department  or  institution,  for  any  purpose  during  any  fiscal  year 
covered  by  the  budget  and  budget  appropriation  bill  in  excess  of  the 
amount  appropriated  for  such  purpose  by  the  budget  appropriation  bill. 

Section  3.  That  separate  official  ballots  shall  be  provided  at  the 
general  election  to  be  held  in  November,  1934,  which  shall  have  printed 
thereon  the  words:  *'For  the  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  providing  for 
a  State  Budget  and  the  manner  in  which  appropriations  shall  be  made  by 
the  Legislative  Assembly,"  and  the  words,  "Against  the  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution  providing  for  a  state  budget  and  the  manner  in  which  appro- 
priations shall  be  made  by  the  Legislative  Assembly,"  and  the  elector  shall 
indicate  his  preference  by  marking  an  "X"  before  the  proposition  for  which 
he  desires  to  vote,  and  the  result  of  the  vote  on  said  question  shall  be  de- 
termined and  declared  as  provided  by  law. 

Section  4.  All  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  in  conllict  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 
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Section  5.  This  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after 
its  passage.

In  addition  to  the  present  salary 
of  the  State  Accountant,  he  shall  receive  in  consideration  of  his  duties 
as  herein  provided,  an  annual  salary  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($500.00)  to 
be  paid  in  twelve  (12)  equal  monthly  installments,  and  as  provided  by 
law."

tion and  production  is  concerned."

gaged in  harvesting  or  marketing,  or  to  persons,  firms,  concerns  or  cor- 
porations engaged  in  the  construction,  maintenance  oi-  repair  of  any  public 
highways  of  this  state." 
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That  H.  B.  No.  203  be  amended  in  Section  one  by  striking  out  the 
period  at  the  end  of  said  section,  and  substitute  a  comma  and  add  the  fol- 
lowing: "or  to  any  person  or  firm  transporting  his  own  merchandise  in 
his  own  vehicle."

Said  taxes  shall  become  due  and  payable  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com- 
missioners of  the  State  of  Montana  on  or  before  the  Fifteenth  day  of 
March,  1933,  and  thereafter  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  suc- 
ceeding year,  or  when  any  such  motor  vehicle  shall  begin  operating  upon 
the  highways  of  this  state.

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred 
House  Bill  No.  339,  respectfully  report  that  we  have  had  such  bill  under 
consideration  and  recommend  that  the  same  be  amended  in  the  particulars 
hereinafter  enumerated  and  as  so  amended  that  it  be  concurred  in: 

Amend  Subdivision  (a)  of  Section  2,  line  2,  of  the  printed  bill  to  read 
as  follows: 

"Board"  as  used  in  this  Act  means  the  State  Board  of  Equalization, 
which  shall  administer  the  Act  under  its  provisions  ex-officio  and  without 
additional  compensation. 

Amend  Subdivision  (f)  of  Section  2,  lines  17  and  19  inclusive  of  the 
printed  bill  so  that  as  amended  said  Subdivision  shall  read  as  follows: 
The  word  "Hotel"  as  used  in  this  Act  shall  mean  any  place  in  a  city  or 
town  having-  a  population  of  five  thousand  inhabitants  or  less,  which  has 
at  least  twenty  (20)  rooms  where  the  public  may,  for  a  consideration, 
obtain  sleeping  accommodations,  with  or  without  meals;  and  in  cities  or 
towns  having  a  population  of  over  five  thousand  inhabitants,  it  shall  mean 
a  place  having  at  least  fifty  (50)  rooms,  conducted  as  a  hotel  where  the 
public  may,  for  a  consideration,  obtain  sleeping  accommodations,  with  or 
without  meals;  in  cities  or  towns  having  a  population  of  five  thousand 
inhabitants  or  more,  such  "hotels"  shall  have  a  lobby  on  the  main  or 
ground  floor,  in  addition  to  providing  sleeping  accommodations  of  fifty 
(50)  or  more  rooms  for  its  guests;  it  being  intended  hereby  to  prohibit 
the  sale  of  beer  in  ordinary  rooming  houses  or  bawdy  houses,  even  though 
the  same  shall  be  conducted  under  the  name  or  designation  of  a  "hotel." 

Amend  Subdivision  (k)  of  Section  2,  page  2  of  the  printed  bill  to 
read  as  follows: 

"Restaurant"  means  any  place  provided  with  space  and  accommoda- 
tions for  not  less  than  seventy-five  (75)  persons  at  one  time  where  the 
public  may,  for  a  consideration,  obtain  meals;  and  before  any  license  shall 
be  issued  by  the  Board  for  the  sale  of  beer  in  any  such  restaurant,  it  must 
satisfactorily  appear  that  the  owner,  proprietor  or  manager  of  any  such 
restaurant  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Amend  Section  3  of  the  printed  bill  as  amended  by  the  House  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  by  making  a  new  Subdivision  (d)  to  read  as  follows: 

(d)  No  person,  corporation  or  association  of  individuals  shall  at  any 
place  where  beer  or  other  similar  fermented  beverages  are  so  kept  for 
sale,  or  sold,  be  permitted  to  advertise  such  place  by  signs,  printed  mat- 
ter or  otherwise  using  the  word  "saloon,"  or  shall  they  be  permitted  to 
use  the  names  or  pictures  of  women,  girls  or  children  in  advertising  the 
sale  of  beer  or  malt  beverages  or  in  connection  with  the  dispensing  thereof. 

Amend  Section  7  on  page  3  of  the  printed  bill  by  striking  the  figure 
"5th"  in  the  second,  line  thereof  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  figure  "15th." 

Amend  by  strildng  out  all  of  Section  11  on  page  3  of  the  printed 
bill  and  renumbering?  the  succeeding  sections  accordingly. 

Amend  Section  12  of  the  printed  bill  appearing  on  page  3,  as  amended 
by  the  House  Committee  of  the  Whole  by  striking  out  the  entire  section 
and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

Section  11.  It  fdiall  be  unlawful  for  any  brewer  or  breweries  to  have 
or  own  any  permit  to  sell  or  retail  beer  at  any  place  or  premises;  it  being 
the  declared  intention  to  prohibit  brewers  from  engaging  in  the  }'etail 
dispensation  of  beer;  provided,  however,  that  this  shall  not  be  so  construed 
as  to  prohibit  breweries  from  making  sale  and  delivery  of  l)('cr  ])y  ihom 
manufactured  in  original  packages  at  either  wholesale  or  jclail. 

Amend  Section  14  on  page  4  of  the  printed  bill  by  stiikiiiK  (ml 
entire  section  and  substituting  in  its  place  the  following: 
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Section  13.  (New  Numbering)  (1)  Any  brewer  duly  licensed  as 
such  by  the  United  States  of  America,  who  manufactures  beer  in  the  State 
of  Montana,  may  upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  seven  hundred  fifty  dollars 
(S750.00),  be  licensed  by  the  Board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  and  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  to  sell 
and  deliver. 

(a)  Beer  and  malt  liquors  to  a  vendor. 

(b)  Beer  to  any  person  who  is  a  holder  of  a  subsisting  permit  to 
purchase  beer  under  this  Act. 

(c)  Beer  to  licensees  who  are  entitled  to  purchase  beer  from  a  brewer 
under  this  Act;  or  to  do  any  one  or  more  of  such  things. 

(2)  The  Board  may,  in  its  discretion,  grant  or  refuse  such  license 
and  may  from  time  to  time,  in  the  exercise  of  like  discretion,  with  or  with- 
out any  hearing  or  the  assigning  of  reason  therefor,  suspend  or  cancel 
any  such  license,  and  all  rights  of  the  brewer  to  sell  or  deliver  beer  or 
malt  liquor  thereunder.  When  the  Board  shall  have  refused  to  grant  a 
brewer's  license,  as  herein  provided  for,  or  shall  revoke  or  suspend  a 
license  previously  issued  by  it,  the  Board  shall  notify  the  applicant  or 
the  licensee,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  writing  by  registered  mail  to  the 
address  of  such  applicant  or  licensee,  of  its  action,  giving  the  reasons 
therefor,  and  thereupon  such  applicant  or  licensee  shall  have  a  right  to 
appeal  to  the  district  court  of  the  county  in  which  he  shall  reside,  from 
the  action  of  the  Board,  by  filing  a  notice  with  the  clerk  of  the  district 
court  and  paying  the  filing  fee  required  to  commence  a  suit  or  action  in 
the  district  court,  which  appeal  must  be  so  taken  within  thirty  days  after 
the  order  made  and  entered  by  the  Board.  The  trial  shall  be  had  before 
the  district  court  upon  the  record  as  presented  to  the  Board  and  upon 
which  its  decision  was  rendered  and  there  shall  not  be  any  additional 
evidence  introduced  or  anything  in  the  nature  of  a  trial  de  novo. 

(3)  In  addition  to  the  annual  license  tax  hereby  imposed,  a  tax  of 
fifty  cents  (50c)  per  barrel  of  thirty-one  (31)  gallons,  is  hereby  levied 
and  imposed  on  each  and  every  barrel  sold  by  such  licensed  brewer,  which 
said  tax  shall  be  due  at  the  end  of  each  month  and  shall  be  payable  with 
the  return  required  to  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  Section  7  hereof. 

Amend  Section  15,  page  4  of  the  printed  bill  (which  after  renumber- 
ing will  be  Section  14)  by  striking  out  the  first  paragraph  thereof  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Any  person  desiring  to  sell  and  distribute  beer  as  a  wholesaler  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  apply  to  the  Board  for  a  permit  to  do  so 
and  tender  with  his  application  the  license  fee  hereinafter  provided  for, 
together  with  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character  of  the  applicant  by 
the  County  License  Board,  hereafter  provided  for  by  the  provisions  of 
Section  43  (c). 

Amend  Section  16  of  the  printed  bill  (new  numbered,  Section  15)  by 
striking  out  the  figure  "5th"  in  the  second  line  thereof  and  inserting  in 
its  place  the  figure  (15th). 

Amend  Section  25  on  page  6  of  the  printed  bill  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "hotel"  in  line  1  the  words:  "restaurant,  club  or  other  licensee;"  and 
in  line  2  of  said  section  after  the  word  "hotel"  insert  the  words  "restau- 
rant, club,  or  other  licensees;"  otherwise  the  section  to  remain  unchanged, 
save  and  except  that  it  shall  be  renumbered  as  Section  24. 

Amend  by  striking  out  Section  29  on  page  7  of  the  printed  bill  in  its 
entirety,  as  the  same  has  been  fully  covered  by  the  amendment  made  to 
Section  25  (renumbered  Section  24). 

Having  thus  stricken  out  Section  29,  succeeding  sections  are  to  be 
renumbered  accordingly. 

Amend  Section  30,  page  7  of  the  printed  bill  (renumbered  28)  to  read 
as  follows: 
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Section  28.  Any  person,  subject  to  the  preference  rights  herein  pro- 
vided, for  the  issuance  of  licenses  to  hotels  under  the  terms  of  this  Act, 
desiring-  to  possess  and  have  for  sale  beer,  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Act,  for  the  purpose  of  selling  it  at  retail,  shall  first  apply  to  the  Board 
for  a  permit  so  to  do  and  tender  with  such  application  the  license  fee  here- 
in provided  for  and  in  addition  shall  furnish  a  certificate  of  good  moral 
character,  qualifications  and  standing  issued  by  the  County  License  Board 
hereinafter  provided  for  in  Section  43  (c).  Upon  being  satisfied  from 
such  application  or  otherwise  that  the  applicant  is  qualified  as  herein  pro- 
vided, the  Board  shall  issue  a  license  to  such  person,  which  license  shall 
at  all  times  be  prominently  displayed  in  the  place  of  business  of  the  appli- 
cant. If  the  Board  shall  find  that  the  applicant  is  not  qualified,  no  license 
shall  be  granted  and  the  license  fee  tendered  shall  be  by  the  Board  re- 
turned. The  Board  shall  have  the  right  and  is  hereby  given  authority  to 
make,  at  any  time,  an  examination  of  the  books  of  account  of  any  such 
retailer  and  of  his  premises  and  otherwise  check  his  methods  of  conduct- 
ing business  and  the  alcoholic  contents  of  the  beer  kept  by  him  for  sale. 

Amend  Section  34  of  the  printed  bill,  page  7,  lines  1  and  2  (which  will 
be  renumbered  Section  32)  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  32.  Any  club  desirng  to  possess  or  have  for  sale  beer  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  make  application  to  the  Board  for  a  per- 
mit so  to  do,  accompanied  by  the  license  fee  herein  prescribed,  together 
with  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character  and  fitness,  issued  by  the  County 
License  Board  hereinafter  provided  for  by  Section  43  (c).  The  remainder 
of  the  section  commencing  with  the  words  "upon  being  satisfied"  shall  re- 
main unchanged. 

Amend  Section  38,  page  8  of  the  printed  bill  (to  be  renumbered  Sec- 
tion 36)  by  striking  out  the  entire  section  and  substituting  the  following: 

Any  person  maintaining  or  operating  any  railroad  car  or  train  as  a 
common  carrier  for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  desiring  to  sell  beer 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  first  apply  to  the  Board  for  a  per- 
mit so  to  do,  accompanying  the  application  with  the  license  fee  herein 
prescribed.  Upon  being  satisfied  from  said  application  or  otherwise  that 
the  applicant  is  qualified  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Board  shall 
issue  a  license  for  the  sale  of  beer  by  such  person,  which  shall  at  all  times 
be  prominently  displayed  in  the  car,  operated  by  the  applicant,  wherein  beer 
or  malt  liquors  are  served.  The  Board  shall  have  the  right  at  any  time 
to  make  an  inspection  of  the  train  or  cars  operated  by  any  railway  com- 
pany in  this  State,  to  ascertain  whether  this  Act  is  being  strictly  complied 
with,  and  if  not,  the  Board  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  cancel  such 
license,  after  which  the  sale  of  any  beer  or  malt  liquors  by  any  such  com- 
mon carrier  shall  be  unlawful  and  subject  to  the  penalties  herein  pre- 
scribed. And  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  such  common  carrier  to  sell 
beer  or  malt  liquors  to  any  person  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  (21)  years 
or  who  may  appear  to  be  in  an  intoxicated  or  disorderly  condition. 

Amend  Section  39  on  page  8  of  the  printed  bill  by  striking  out  the 
entire  section  and  renumbering  the  succeeding  sections  to  correspond  with 
the  elimination  of  this  and  preceding  sections  of  the  Bill. 

Amend  Section  40,  page  8  of  the  printed  bill  (which  will  now  be  Sec- 
tion 37)  by  striking  out  the  entire  section  and  substituting  therefor  the 
following: 

Section  37.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  operator  of  any  such  i-ail- 
road  train,  as  a  common  carrier,  or  its  employees,  to  make  sale  of  oi-  dis- 
pose of  any  beer  or  malt  liquors  except  such  as  shall  have  been  lawiully 
acquired  or  purchased  from  a  brewer,  wholesaler  or  retailer  duly  licensed. 

Amend  Section  41,  page  8  of  the  printed  bill  (to  be  newly  niiniberod 
Section  38)  by  striking  out  the  entire  section  and  substituting  in  lieu  there- 
of the  follov/ing: 
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Section  38.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
mean  that  a  person  holding  a  hotel  or  restaurant  license  may  not  apply 
for  and  obtain  a  retail  dealer's  license,  or  serve  and  sell  beer  at  retail  on 
the  premises  of  such  hotel  or  restaurant. 

Add  a  new  section  between  Sections  42  and  43,  page  9  of  the  printed 
bill,  (renumbered  Sections  39  and  41,  to  be  numbered  20,  "new  numbering") 
to  read  as  follows: 

Section  40.  No  licensee  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  employ 
or  permit  any  person,  either  as  a  waiter  or  waitress,  to  serve  beer  to 
patrons,  unless  possessed  of  good  moral  character. 

Amend  Section  43,  page  9  of  the  printed  bill  (new  numbering  41)  so 
as  to  read  as  follows: 

Upon  receipt  of  an  application,  the  County  License  Board,  hereinafter 
provided  for,  may,  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be  promulgated  by 
the  State  Board  of  Equalization  in  that  behalf,  grant  a  special  permit  to 
any  organized  society,  association  or  other  duly  constituted  organization, 
whether  incorporated  or  not,  permitting  the  officers  to  purchase  and  serve 
beer  at  a  banquet,  or  dinner;  provided  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  pur- 
chase or  acquire  beer  for  such  purposes  from  anyone  except  a  brewer, 
wholesaler,  or  retailer  duly  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

Amend  Section  45,  page  9  of  the  printed  bill,  as  amended  by  the  House 
Committee  of  the  Whole  (newly  numbered  Section  43)  by  striking  out  the 
whole  thereof  and  substituting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

Section  43.  (a)  No  license  to  sell  at  retail  at  a  fixed  location  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  issued  until  the  application  for  the 
same  shall  have  been  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  License  Control,  hereinafter  provided  for,  in  the  county  where  such 
retail  place  of  business  is  to  be  located. 

(b)  The  number  of  licenses  granted  by  the  Board  to  retailers  in 
cities,  towns  and  villages  shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed: 

One  license  for  the  first  Five  Hundred  (500)  population,  or  fraction 
thereof; 

A  second  license  for  the  next  Five  Hundred  (500)  population,  or  frac- 
tion thereof,  up  to  One  Thousand  (1000)  population; 

A  third  license  for  a  population  of  at  least  Two  Thousand  (2000). 
A  fourth  license  for  a  population  of  at  least  Three  Thousand  (3000); 

and 

One  license  for  each  additional  Four  Thousand  (4000)  of  population 
thereafter. 

(c)  The  Board  shall  be  authorized  and  it  is  hereby  made  its  duty  to 
appoint  in  each  of  the  several  counties  of  the  State  a  County  License 
Board,  to  be  composed  of  three  representative  citizens,  Vv^hose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  investigate  the  moral  character,  qualifications  and  standing  of  each 
applicant  for  a  license  to  sell  at  retail  or  wholesale,  at  a  place  of  business; 
and  no  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  until 
the  application  therefor  has  been  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  County 
License  Board. 

(d)  The  tenure  of  office  of  those  first  appointed  to  serve  on  such 
County  License  Board  shall  be  two  (2),  four  (4),  and  six  (6)  years,  and 
after  the  lapse  of  the  first  two  years,  succeeding  members  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization  for  a  tenure  of  office  of  six 
(6)  years;  the  intention  hereby  being  not  to  permit  all  of  the  members 
of  such  Board  to  retire  at  one  and  the  same  time  and  the  members  of 
such  Board  shall  hold  their  office  under  appointment  by  the  State  Board 
of  Equalization,  subject  to  removal  by  the  Board  for  cause;  and  they 
shall  serve  without  any  compensation  whatsoever. 

(e)  In  the  issuance  of  licenses  to  retailers  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section,  the  following  further  limitations  shall  apply: 
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(1)  A  hotel  in  order  to  obtain  a  license  as  provided  in  this  Act  for 
the  sale  of  beer  and  for  the  preference  rights  herein  provided  for,  must  have 
been  engaged  in  business  for  a  period  of  at  least  one  (1)  year  before  mak- 
ing application  for  any  such  license. 

(2)  In  the  issuance  of  wholesale  licenses  for  the  dispensing  of  beer 
in  the  several  counties  of  the  state,  no  more  than  two  (2)  licenses  shall  be 
issued  to  one  person,  firm,  partnership,  corporation  or  association  of  in- 
dividuals for  the  sale  of  beer  anywhere  within  the  State  of  Montana. 

(3)  In  all  cases  where  the  population  of  a  city,  town  or  village  shall 
admit  of  the  issuance  of  only  one  retail  license  therein,  the  Board  must 
issue  the  same  to  a  hotel  applicant,  if  there  be  one,  as  in  this  Act  de- 
fined, provided  said  hotel  applicant  is  otherwise  qualified  as  herein  pre- 
scribed. 

(4)  In  all  cases  where  the  population  of  a  city,  town  or  village  shall 
admit  of  the  issuance  of  two  retail  licenses  therein,  the  Board  must  issue 
one  thereof  to  a  hotel  applicant,  if  there  be  one,  as  in  this  Act  defined,  pro- 
vided said  hotel  applicant  is  otherwise  qualified  as  herein  prescribed. 

(5)  In  all  cases  where  the  population  of  a  city,  town  or  village  shall 
admit  of  the  issuance  of  three  or  more  retail  licenses  therein,  the  Board 
shall  give  preference  in  the  case  of  each  alternate  application  to  a  hotel 
applicant  if  there  be  one,  as  in  this  Act  defined,  provided  said  hotel  appli- 
cant is  otherwise  qualified  as  herein  prescribed. 

Nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be  construed  to  limit  the  issu- 
ance of  licenses  to  hotels  as  in  this  Act  defined;  it  being  intended  hereby 
in  the  public  interest  and  to  facilitate  regulation,  to  prefer  the  sale  of 
beer  through  hotels. 

Amend  Section  47,  page  9  of  the  printed  bill  (renumbej-(.!j  Section  45) 
by  strikng  out  all  of  line  3  which  reads  as  follows:  "Each  brewer.  Five 
Hundred  Dollars  ($500.00)";  the  brewer's  license  having  becsii  hereinbefore 
provided  and  fixed  at  the  sum  of  Seven  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($750.00); 
further  amend  Section  47  on  page  10  of  the  printed  bill  (which  is  renum- 
bered Section  45)  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 

Provided  that  a  transfer  of  any  such  license  may  be  made  on  applica- 
tion to  the  Board  of  Equalization,  accompanied  by  an  approval  of  such 
transfer  by  the  County  License  Board,  herein  provided  for,  and  provided 
further  that  nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  in  any  manner  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prohibit  or  prevent  cities  and  incorporated  towns  from  enacting 
ordinances  for  the  enforcement  of  this  Act  to  license  and  regulate  places 
of  business  where  beer  is  sold,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  persons 
conducting  such  places  have  obtained  a  license  from  the  Board,  the  only 
restriction  hereby  imposed  being  that  such  regulatory  license  so  imposed  by 
any  city  or  town  shall  be  reasonable  and  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  im- 
posed by  the  state. 

Amend  Section  49  of  the  printed  bill  (to  be  renumbered  as  Section 
47)  in  line  7  by  striking  out  the  words  "the  county  clerk  of  said  county" 
and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "clerk  of  the  district  court",  and 
by  striking  out  in  line  9  of  said  section  the  words  "date  of  such  action  and 
not  otherwise,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "within  thirty  (30) 
days  after  the  order  made  and  entered  by  the  Board.  The  trial  shall  be 
had  before  the  district  court  upon  the  record  as  presented  to  the  Board, 
and  upon  which  its  decision  was  rendered,  and  there  shall  not  be  any 
additional  evidence  introduced  or  anything  in  the  nature  of  a  trial  de 
novo. 

Amend  Section  51  of  the  printed  bill  on  page  10  (to  be  renumbered 
Section  49)  by  striking  out  all  of  the  section  and  substituting  therefor  the 
following: 

Section  49.  All  fees,  charges,  taxes  and  penalties  provided  by  tins 
Act  collected  by  or  under  authority  of  the  Board,  together  with  all  revenues 
received  from  other  sources  under  this  Act,  shall  be  paid  into  the  State 
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Treasury  and  constitute  a  special  fund  to  be  designated  "Montana  Beer 
Act  Fund,"  which  to  the  extent  of  Fifteen  per  centum  (15%)  of  the  net 
amount  of  current  revenues  received  and  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  shall 
DC  available  for  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  Board  in  the  admin- 
istration of  this  Act,  and  the  State  Examiner  shall  quarterly  audit  the 
books  of  the  Board  in  order  to  determine  that  the  amount  of  money  re- 
ceived as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  Board  correspond  with  the  books  of 
the  State  Treasurer.  Whenever  the  amount  of  money  in  the  "Montana 
Beer  Act  Fund"  shall  exceed  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00),  all  in 
excess  of  the  sum  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5000.00)  shall  be  by  the 
State  Treasurer  distributed  as  follows :  one-half  thereof  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  General  Fund  of  the  State;  and  the  remaining  one-half  thereof 
shall  be  apportioned  to  the  various  counties  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of 
fees,  charges,  taxes  and  penalties  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act 
from  the  several  counties,  providing  that  in  determining  the  money  to 
be  apportioned  to  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  beer  which  is  sold  by 
breweries  wherever  locatedi,  shall  be  considered  as  a  sale  made  within 
the  county  to  which  it  is  transported  for  wholesale  or  retail  sale  irrespec- 
tive of  the  place  of  manufacture. 

Amend  by  adding  after  Section  51  (renumbered  Section  49),  page  10 
of  the  printed  bill,  seven  new  sections  to  be  numbered  Sections  50,  51,  52, 
53,  54,  55,  and  56  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  50.  Election  to  be  ordered  upon  application  of  one-third  of 
the  Voters  of  any  County.  Upon  application  by  petition,  signed  by  one- 
third  of  the  voters  who  are  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Assembly  in  any  county  in  the  State,  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners must  order  an  election  to  be  held  at  the  places  of  holding  elections 
for  county  officers,  to  take  place  within  forty  days  after  the  reception  of 
such  petition,  to  determine  whether  or  not  the  sale  of  beer  as  herein  pro- 
vided for  shall  be  permitted  within  the  limits  of  the  county.  No  election, 
under  this  section  must  take  place  in  any  month  in  which  the  general 
elections  are  held.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners to  determine  the  sufficiency  of  the  petitions  presented  from 
and  examination  of  the  roll  of  qualified  electors  within  the  County. 

Section  51.  Notice  of  Election;  Regulations;  Qualifications  of  Voters. 
The  notice  of  election  must  be  published  once  a  week  for  four  weeks  in 
such  newspapers  of  the  county  where  the  election  is  to  be  held  as  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  may  think  proper. 

Section  52.  Ballots,  What  to  Contain.  The  County  Clerk  must  furnish 
the  ballots  to  be  used  at  such  election,  as  provided  in  the  general  election 
laws,  which  ballots  must  contain  the  following  words:  "Sale  of  beer,  yes"; 
"Sale  of  beer,  no".  And  the  elector  in  order  to  vote  must  mark  an  "X" 
opposite  one  of  the  answers. 

Section  53,  Election,  How  Held.  The  polling  places  must  be  estab- 
lished, the  judges  and  other  officers  to  conduct  the  election  must  be  desig- 
nated, and  the  election  must  be  held,  canvassed  and  returned  in  all  re- 
spects in  conformity  to  the  general  election  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

Section  54.  If  a  majority  of  the  votes  are  against  the  sale  of  beer, 
the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  must  publish  the  result  once  a  week 
for  four  weeks  in  the  newspapers  in  which  the  notices  of  election  were 
published,  and  from  the  date  of  the  election  no  further  licenses  to  vend 
beer  in  the  county  shall  be  issued  by  the  Board  of  Equalization,  and  after 
the  publication  of  notice  proclaiming  the  result  of  the  election  as  against 
the  sale  of  beer,  all  licenses  then  existing  shall  be  cancelled  by  the  State 
Board  of  Equalization,  and  thereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell  any  beer  in 
any  such  county. 

Section  55.  No  election  more  than  once  in  Two  Years.  No  election 
shall  be  held  in  the  same  county  oftener  than  once  in  any  two  years. 

Section  56.  Election,  How  Contested.  Any  election  held  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  may  be  contested  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
elections  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 
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Amend  by  striking  out  the  House  amendment  made  by  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole  appearing  attached  to  page  11  of  the  printed  bill  as  Section 
52,  by  striking  the  same  out  in  its  entirety,  which  House  amendment  re- 
lates to  the  licensing  and  sale  of  beer  by  cities  and  towns,  as  the  same 
already  has  been  covered  by  the  amendment  offered  by  this  Committee 
to  Section  49  of  the  printed  bill  (renumbered  Section  47.) 

Amend  House  Bill  No.  339  in  all  of  its  sections  by  renumbering  the 
sections  consecutively  after  the  elimination  and  insertion  of  new  sections 
so  that  they  will  correctly  run  in  numerical  order  in  the  event  of  any 
possible  error  having  been  made  in  the  new  numbering  given  by  your  Com- 
mittee in  the  drafting  of  these  proposed  amendments.

H.  B.  No.  121,  being  a  constitutional  amendment,  and  having  been  read 
at  length  three  several  times,  was  concurred  by  the  necessary  two-thirds 
vote  of  membership  as  required  by  law.  In  accordance  with  provisions  of 
the  State  Constitution,  the  bill  is  copied  below  in  its  entirety.  The  vote  on 
House  Bill  No,  121  immediately  follows  the  copy  of  the  bilL 

House  Bill  No.  121,  introduced  by  Watson  of  Meagher,  a  Bill  for  an 
Act  entitled:  "An  Act  providing  for  the  submission  to  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  State  of  Montana  an  amendment  to  Section  5,  Article  XVI, 
granting  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  the  power  to  consolidate 
county  offices,  and  providing  the  procedure  for  the  consolidation  of  county 
offices. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.    That  Section  5  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitution  of  the 

State  of  Montana,  be  amended,  provided  that  the  question  of  the  said 

amendment  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  of  Montana 

at  the  next  general  election. 

Section  2.    That  Section  5  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitution  of  the 

State  of  Montana  be  amended  so  that,  as  amended,  the  same  shall  read 

as  follows: 

"Section  5.  There  shall  be  elected  in  each  county  the  following  of- 
ficers: 

One  County  Clerk,  who  shall  be  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  County  Com- 
missioners and  ex-officio  Recorder;  one  Sheriff;  one  Treasurer,  who  shall 
be  collector  of  the  taxes,  provided,  that  no  person  shall  hold  the  office  of 
County  Treasurer  for  more  than  two  consecutive  terms;  one  County  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools;  one  County  Surveyor;  one  Assessor;  one  Coroner; 
one  Public  Administrator.  Persons  elected  to  the  different  offices  named 
in  this  section  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  Vacancies  in  all 
county,  township  and  precinct  offices,  except  that  of  County  Commission- 
ers, shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners, 
and  the  appointee  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next  general  election; 
provided,  however,  that  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  of  any  county 
may,  in  its  discretion,  consolidate  any  two  or  more  of  the  within  named 
offices  and  combine  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  offices  consolidated, 
however,  the  provisions  hereof  shall  not  be  construed  as  allowing  one 
office  incumbent  to  be  entitled  to  the  salaries  and  emoluments  of  cwo  or 
more  offices;  provided,  further,  that  in  consolidating  county  offices,  the 
Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall,  six  months  prior  to  the  general 
election  held  for  the  purpose  of  electing  the  aforesaid  officers,  make  and 
enter  an  order,  combining  any  two  or  more  of  the  within  named  offices, 
and  shall  cause  the  said  order  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper,  published 
and  circulated  generally  in  said  county,  for  a  period  of  six  weeks  next 
following  the  date  of  entry  of  said  order." 

Section  3.  This  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  State  of  Montana  by  being  placed  on  the  official  ballot  as  provided 
by  law  and  shall  be  voted  on  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  No- 
vember, 1934.  On  the  principal  ballot  to  be  used  at  said  election  shall 
be  printed  thereon  the  words: 
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□ For  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  relating  to  the  con- 
solidation of  county  offices. 

□ Against  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  relating  to  the 
consolidation  of  county  offices. 

The  elector  shall  designate  his  preference  for  either  of  the  proposi- 
tions by  marking  an  X  before  the  proposition  he  desires." 

Section  4.  The  votes  cast  for  and  against  this  amendment  above  pro- 
posed shall  be  counted  and  canvassed  as  is  provided  by  law,  and  if  a  ma- 
jority of  all  votes  cast,  at  such  election  for  and  against  such  amendment, 
be  in  the  favor  of  such  amendment  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana 
shall  so  declare  by  public  proclamation,  and  the  same  shall  be  in  full  force 
and  effect  as  a  part  of  the  Constitution  after  the  date  of  such  procla- 
mation. 

Section  5.  This  Act  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect  immediately  upon 
its  passage  and  approval.

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  following  Joint  Conference  Committee  report  was  submitted: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Joint  Conference  Committee  of  the  Senate 
and  House,  appointed  to  consider  the  Garber  resolution  relating  to  alleged 
irregular  expenditures  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  for  three 
trips  of  the  Chancellor  to  Los  Angeles,  Spokane  and  Washington,  beg  leave 
to  report  as  follows: 

1.  We  call  attention  to  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  General  written 
December  31,  1926  that;  "The  State  Board  must  authorize  trips."  We  further 
find  that  the  trip  to  Los  Angeles  by  the  Chancellor  was  authorized  and  ex- 
penses paid  under  a  provision  made  prior  to  the  law  which  forbids  travel- 
ing expenses  to  teachers  meetings  outside  of  the  State." 

2.  The  trip  to  Spokane  by  the  Chancellor  was  made  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  proper  accrediting  of  our  Educational  Institutions. 

3.  The  trip  to  Washington  was  made  by  the  Chancellor  in  obedience 
to  a  resolution  passed  by  the  State  Board,  namely:  "That  the  Chancellor  be 
requested  to  confer  with  the  chairman  of  the  advisory  committee  of  the 
R.  F.  C.  and  determine  if  aid  could  be  gotten." 

4.  We  further  find  that  the  purpose  of  these  trips  was  not  contra- 
dictory to  the  statutes  relating  to  expenses.  However,  the  letter  of  the  law 
requiring  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  of  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers was  not  observed  by  formally  authorizing  and  directing  these  trips 
^outside  the  State.  The  only  authorization  of  these  trips  was  a  verbal  one 
made  by  the  Governor  and  the  Attorney  General,  made  without  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board.  While  the  object  of  these  trips  was  laudable,  the  ex- 
pense thereby  contracted  did  not  seem  to  be  authorized  by  the  statutes. 

We  consider  that  the  purpose  of  the  Resolution  has  been  sufficiently 
served  by  this  presentation  of  facts.

Amend  Section  53  by  inserting  between  the  word  "The"  and  "County" 
in  line  2,  page  30  of  the  original  bill  and  line  8  of  Section  53  in  the  printed 
bill,  the  words  "Board  of". 

And  further  amend  Section  53  by  striking  out  at  the  end  of  the  Sec- 
tion the  words  "by  the  last  assessment  roll  of  the  county,"  or,  as  amended, 

"by  the  registry  list  of  the  county"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: "from  the  roll  of  registered  electors  of  the  territory  affected."

"No  check  or  time  check  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  given  in 
payment  of  wages  earned  for  labor  shall  be  cashed  or  negotiated  in  any 
place  licensed  for  the  sale  of  liquor  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act." 

Amend  Section  80  by  striking  out  the  words  "this  Act"  in  line  22, 
page  36  of  the  original  bill  and  line  2  of  Section  80  in  the  printed  bill,  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "the  law." 

Amend  Section  81  by  striking  out  the  words  "this  Act"  in  line  23, 
page  37  of  the  original  bill,  and  line  16  of  Section  81  in  the  printed  bill. 

Amend  by  striking  out  all  of  Section  82  and  all  of  Section  92. 
Amend  Section  93  to  read  as  follows: 

"Whenever  an  inspector  or  any  peace  officer  in  making  or  attempting 
to  make  a  search  under  and  in  pursuance  of  authority  of  law,  shall  find  in 
any  motor  vehicle,  motor  car,  automobile,  vessel,  boat,  canoe,  or  convey- 
ance of  any  description  liquor  which  is  unlawfully  kept  or  had,  or  kept 
or  held  for  unlawful  purposes  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
Tie  may  forthwith  seize  the  liquor  and  packages  in  which  the  same  is  con- 
tained, and  the  motor  vehicle,  motor  car,  automobile,  vessel,  boat,  canoe 
or  conveyance  in  which  such  lisuor  is  found;  and  upon  the  conviction 
of  the  occupant  or  person  in  charge  of  the  vehicle,  motor  car,  automobile,

"This  Act  shall  go  into  full  force  and  effect  at  such  time  as  the 
manufacture,  importation  and  sale  of  distilled  or  vinous  liquors,  or  either 
or  any  of  them  for  beverage  purposes,  shall  become  lawful  under  the  Con- 
stitution and  Laws  of  the  United  States;  it  being  hereby  declared  that 
this  Act  is  intended  as  a  companion  measure  to  an  Act  Entitled:  "An  Act 
to  Provide  for  the  Licensing  and  Regulation,  Manufacture,  Sale  and  Dis- 
tribution of  Beer  and  Other  Similar  Fermented  Beverages,  and  for  the 
Raising  and  Disposition  of  Revenue  Therefrom,"  v/hich  latter  Act  is  to 
become  effective  at  such  time  as  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall 
pass  a  law  declaring  that  beer  with  an  alcoholic  content  of  at  least  three 
per  centum  (3%)  by  weight  is  non-intoxicating;  it  being  the  purpose  and 
intention  of  this  Act  to  control  and  regulate  the  sale  of  distilled  and 
vinous  liquors  and  beer  at  such  time  as  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  shall  permit,  and  not  to  interfere  with  the  regulatory  measures 
provided  for  the  sale  of  beer  and  other  similar  fermented  beverages  at 
such  time  as  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  make  change  in  the 
provision  of  the  law  determining  the  alcoholic  content  permitted  for  sale 
of  beer  and  malt  extracts;  it  being  further  declared  to  be  the  intention  of 
this  Act  that  it  shall  be  administered  and  applied  in  conjunction  with 
said  Act  above  designated,  regulatory  of  the  sale  and  distribtuion  of  beer 
and  other  fermented  beverages,  the  impelling  thought  being  that  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  will  modify  the  present  existing  law  re- 
specting the  alcoholic  content  of  beer  and  other  fermented  beverages  be- 
fore a  repeal  shall  have  been  accomplished  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

Amend  by  inserting  a  new  section  between  Section  120  and  Section 
121  of  the  bill,  to  read  as  follows: 

"Anyone  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and  be  subject  to  punishment  not  exceeding  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($500.00)  fine  or  six  (6)  months'  imprisonment,  either  or  both; 
except  where  other  penalties  or  punishment  is  herein  expressly  provided. 

Amend  by  renumbering  the  sections  consecutively  after  the  foregoing 
eliminations  and  insertions  have  been  made.

AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  we  hereby  extend  to  the 
bereaved  widow  and  to  Mrs.  Genevieve  Walsh  Gudger,  the  only  child  of  our 
distinguished  Senator,  our  most  heartfelt  sympathy  in  their  great  sorrow, 
and  assure  them  that  we  fully  appreciate  their  great  loss;  and  that  under 
existing  conditions  in  the  United  States,  the  death  of  Senator  Walsh,  has 
occasioned  a  great  shock,  not  only  to  his  loved  ones  but  to  his  numerous 
friends  throughout  Montana  and  the  nation.  We  recognize  that  by  his 
death  a  most  severe  and  irreparable  loss  has  been  occasioned  to  the  State 
of  Montana  and  the  nation.

The  special  report  of  the  sub-committee,  appointd  by  the  Committee 
on    Finance  and  Claims,  submitted  the  following  report: 

Mr.  President:  We,  your  Committee  on  Finance  and  Claims,  herewith 
submit  a  Report  of  a  Sub-Committee  named  by  us  pursuant  to  a  Resolu- 
tion introduced  in  the  Senate  some  time  ago  by  Senator  Kane. 

PAULINE, 
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Chairman  Committee  on  Finance  and  Claims. 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Committee  on  Finance  and  Claims, 
State  Senate,  Montana. 

Gentlemen: 

We,  your  Sub-committee  named  to  investigate  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission, beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  Report: 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  members  of  your  Sub-Committee  were  also 
members  of  various  other  committees  of  the  Senate,  it  was  impossible  to 
devote  as  much  time  to  this  matter  as  might  be  desirable.  In  the  first 
instance  it  was  requested  that  the  Committee  obtain  information  showing 
the  number  of  miles  of  Highway  for  which  Contracts  had  been  let  during 
the  year  1932  and  which  wer€  completed  during  the  year.  At  a  hearing 
which  was  held  it  was  ascertained  through  information  obtained  from  the 
State  Highway  Commission  that  Contracts  had  been  let  during  the  year 
1932  and  which  were  completed  were  as  follows? 

1  Contract  for  grading  of  11.619  miles  at  a  cost  of  $45,780.99. 

1  Contract  for  grading  and  surfacing  8.2097  miles  at  a  cost  of  $42,- 
059.04. 

1  Contract  for  Bridges  and  underpassing  .0292  miles  costing  $175,- 
956.09. 

These  contracts  amounting  to  a  total  of  $263,825.12  and  the  amount 
of  $81,409.23  was  paid  on  these  contracts  out  of  the  State  Gas  Tax  Funds. 

This  makes  20,118  miles  of  completed  highway  under  the  regular  pro- 
gram. 

Further  contracts  for  186.282  were  let  under  the  regular  program 
the  cost  of  which  will  amount  to  $464,559.24  of  which  it  is  estimated  the 
sum  of  $214,571.85  will  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Gas  Tax  Fund.  These  con- 
tracts have  however  not  as  yet  been  completed. 

Under  the  Emergency  Program  contracts  having  been  let  during  the 
year  1932  for  445.489  miles  at  a  total  cost  of  $443,754.42  and  towards  which 
the  sum  of  $123,512.75  will  be  contrbiuted  out  of  State  Gas  Tax  Funds, 

Under  the  Emergency  Program  one  contract  covering  6.775  mile  of 
grading  was  completed  at  a  cost  of  $40,352.35. 

During  hearings  when  the  foregoing  information  was  obtained  it  was 
shown  that  a  number  of  complaints  were  being  made  indicating  that  dis- 
crimination had  been  shown  by  contractors  in  so  far  that  Montana  labor 
was  not  given  the  preference  to  which  it  was  felt,  it  was  entitled  to  as  well 
as,  that  the  8  hour  law  was  frequently  being  violated. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  February  15th  at  which  a  number  of 
witnesses  appeared.  Among  them  were  parties  representing  labor  unions 
as  well  as  other  Labor  Organization,  who  testified  that  various  contractors 
had  violated  the  8  hour  law.  One  witness  testified  that  on  a  certain  project 
most  of  the  laboring  men  employed  were  from  Washington.  This  occurred 
in  May  1931,  being  at  a  date  before  the  Montana  preference  law  was  in 
effect  nor  was  the  Emergency  program  in  effect. 

Some  of  the  complaints  testified  to  referred  to  work  performed  during 
the  years  1929,  1930  and  1931. 

In  several  cases  convictions  of  violations  of  the  8  hour  law  were  secui-- 
ed  and  it  was  maintained  by  the  witnesses  that  the  resident  enginoors 
were  aware  of  these  violations,  but  that  nothing  was  done  by  the  engineers 
to  remedy  the  situation. 

It  should  be  stated  that  the  members  of  the  State  Highway  Commission 
as  well  as  the  Secretary  testified  that  such  violations  had  not  been  brought 
to  their  attention  either  by  the  men  nor  by  any  of  the  resident  engineers. 
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The  matter  of  a  certain  ruling  which  was  shown  to  have  been  made 
by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  during  or  prior  to  July  1931  was  also 
brought  up.  It  appears  that  under  date  of  July  21,  1931  a  letter  was  re- 
ceived by  Congressman  Scott  Leavitt  in  which  he  quoted  a  letter  signed  by 
R.  W.  Dunlap,  Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  which  contained  the  fol- 
lowing statement. 

"Regulations  adopted  for  carrying  out  of  emergency  act  of  December 
20,  1930,  provide  that  in  order  to  give  as  much  free  labor  as  possible  em- 
ployment, preference  shall  be  given  hand  labor  methods  where  reasonably 
economical  in  performing  work  on  emergency  federal  aid  projects. 

Chapter  102  of  1931  Montana  Laws  requires  provisions  in  contracts 
giving  preference  to  Montana  residents  where  same  does  not  conflict  with 
preference  provisions  of  Federal  Aid  Legislation  and  this  department  has 
taken  position  where  question  raised  by  some  of  other  states  that  objection 
would  not  be  made  to  clause  requiring  that  other  conditions  being  equal 
local  labor  shall  be  employed  when  available. 

After  a  copy  of  the  above  letter  had  been  submitted  by  Mr.  Graham, 
(one  of  the  witnesses)  Mr.  Whipps,  Secretary  of  the  State  Highway  Com- 
mission, testified  as  follows: 

"Mr.  Lynch,  being  the  District  Engineer  of  the  Bureau  of  Public 
Roads  was  here  in  Montana  in  1931  in  March  or  April,  I  believe,  and  the 
Commission  discussed  this  matter  with  him  and  obtained  the  understanding 
that  the  government,  at  that  time,  would  not  permit  either  a  minimum 
wage  clause  or  a  clause  giving  preference  to  Montana  citizens  to  be  inserted 
in  contracts." 

It  was  further  testified  to  by  members  of  the  State  Highway  Commis- 
sion that  the  contracts  for  which  they  were  using  money  at  that  time  had 
practically  all  been  let  in  January,  February  and  March,  1931,  closing  up 
in  April,  so  the  contracts  then  under  discussion  were  all  let  before  and 
considerably  before  even  this  letter  came  from  Mr.  Leavitt  or  the  telegram 
from  him.  In  reply  to  a  question  as  to  whether  the  Highway  Commission 
had  received  any  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  or  the 
Assistant  Secretary  regarding  the  right  to  put  in  the  preference  clause 
in  the  contracts  the  answer  was  given  by  a  member  of  the  State  Highway 
Commission  that  they  could  not  go  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  that 
their  business  was  with  the  Bureau  of  Public  Works. 

The  members  of  the  Highway  Commission  maintained  that  while  they 
were  letting  these  contracts  they  took  up  the  matter  with  Mr.  Lynch  in 
regard  to  whether  or  not,  it  would  be  admissible  or  permissable  for  them 
to  put  the  provisions  embodied  within  our  state  statutes  into  our  contracts, 
and  the  information  he  gave  us,  was  that  we  could  not  do  so.  Mr.  Lynch, 
who  was  present  at  the  hearing,  upon  being  questioned  as  to  whether  he 
had  any  instructions  on  this  matter  stated  that  he  had  instructions  from 
time  to  time  or  rulings  or  letters  that  stated  that  the  policy  to  be  followed 
there  was  not  to  be  any  discrimination  as  to  the  citizens  from  the  dif- 
ferent states,  no  clause  was  to  be  written  in. 

Much  testimony  was  offered  with  reference  to  violations  of  the  eight- 
hour  law  as  well  as  discrimination  against  Montana  labor  and  various 
witnesses  testified  that  the  resident  engineers  in  various  projects  were 
aware  of  these  violations  in  no  case  was  anything  done  to  remedy  this 
situation. 

It  may  also  be  stated  that  it  would  seem  that  the  State  Highway 
Commission  should  give  definite  instructions  to  their  resident  engineers  or 
other  overseers  working  under  them  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to 
avoid  such  violations.  Such  instructions  were  given  in  May  1932,  and  have 
since  been  followed. 

It  may  also  be  stated  that  in  all  cases  prospective  bidders  on  road  con- 
tracts were  advised  that  they  would  be  expected  to  live  up  to  all  the  pro- 
visions of  the  contracts. 
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Members  of  the  State  Highway  Commission  testified  that  every  effort 
was  being  made  to  avoid  letting  contracts  to  contractors  who  had  shown  a 
disposition  of  not  being  willing  to  co-operate  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  emergency  act. 

Your  sub-committee  was  also  given  assurance  by  the  State  Highway 
Commission  that  it  was  not  likely  that  many  new  contracts  would  be  let 
during  1933,  unless  the  debentures  are  sold,  and  that  the  income  which 
would  be  obtained  through  Federal  Aid  as  well  as  from  the  Gas  Tax  would 
be  used  to  complete  projects  for  which  contracts  had  been  let  heretofore 
and  in  the  maintenance  of  existing  highways,  as  well  as  to  retire  the  re- 
maining outstanding  warrants  issued  against  the  Highway  Trust  Fund.
